Embarrassment, fear, 
expense frighten some

BURLEY - Debi Hondo undcnvcni her first mam- 
mography seven years ago, reluctantly. 

"I thought it wan a pain in the neck and very 
unnecessary and I didn’t want to do it.” Hondo said. 

But the owner the Deb-U-Tante beauty shop in 
Burley was glad she went ihrough.wittuL 

The mammography detected fiedgling cancer. 

“it probably saved my life," said Hondo, 41. “lliey 
cau^it it early enough f don’t iiave to have any more 
treatment." 

She continues with annual mammographies and 
inspires her female friends to do the same. 

“It really opened everyone’s eyes," Hondo said. 
"You feel it could never luippcn to you.” 

Only about 20 percent of Twin Falls County 
Tvomen over the age 65 have roammograpliics. And 
about 70 percent of the cancer cases occur in that 
age group, state and federal statistics say. 

A Magic Volley Regional Medical Center conunit- 
tec is researching why more women don’t have the 
examinations. It also will suggest ways to improve 
the rate and then measure its success against the 
number one cancer killer of Idaho women. 

“Like all tilings ilicrc’s not one single, simple solu- 
tion, especially when you focus on the community 
and the key is then to identify the barriers between

Defense chief convenes 
panels to study adultery 


Senators look for common ground 
and propose compromise tax cut 


WASHINGTON — Caught in a storm of 
criddsm over its handling of sexual mis- 
conduct in the milirary, the Pcnt.igon 
asked its legal officers Saturday to 
“reviesv the clarity” of existing instruc- 
tions on how to treat adultery cases. 

In an unusual weekend announcement 
that underscored anxiety over this issue, 
Pentagon offidols said they do not intend 
to wc^cn striemres against adultery but . 
want to clarify circumstances in wliich it 
should be considered a crime. 

“Recent perceptions that our system is 
inconsistent damage the morale of our 
troops," Defense Secretary William 
Cohen said in a written statement. He did 
not appear at a briefing in which lower 
level officials tried to explain the initia- 
tive. 

Many members of Congress and the 
public have criticized the Pentagon for 
whhc was seen as a double stanovd on' 
adultery to the detriment of military 
wmnen and personnel of lotver rank.

WASHINGTON — llie Clinton admin- 
istration's inability to build support for 
the president’s tax-cut package has 
prompted a group of moderate 
Democrats in the Senate lo campaign for 
an alicmniivc plan liiat they say would 
combine the best features of White 
House and Republican tux proposals. 

Led by Sens. John B. Breaux, La., and 
Bob Kerrey, Neb., the group is pushing to 
allow creation of tax-deferred “Kidsave” 
accounts from which duldijen evtintunUy 
could make penalty-free ivitlulrhwals for 
college expenses or for retirement. 
Under the Breaux-Kerrey proposal, par- 
ents could receive a tax credit of $250 for 
each child age 17 and under and a credit 
of as much as $500 per child for coniribu- 
rions to Kidsave accounts. 

Like individual retirement accounts, 
money in ilie Kidsave accounts could be 
invested in stocks, bonds and other 
assets, and would not be subject to taxes 
on principal or accumulated interest 
withdrawn by beneficiaries after they 
reach age 59. In addition, os much os half 
of the account could be withdrawn tax- 
free to pay for college tuition and fees. 


At an average annual rate of return of 
10 percent, S500 a year set aside from 
birth to age 18 tyould be worth $25,000 at 
college age, proponents say, and would 
grow to $1.3 million by retirement. 

The plan would cost the Treasury an 
estimated $57 billion in lost revenue 
over five years. ’ 

Breaux and Kerry are promoting the 
Kidsave idea as a substitute for the tax 
package outlined in die buhmeed-budget 
agreement worked out last month 
between the White House and 
Republican congressional leaders. Thai 
package calls for a five-year total tax cut 
of as much as $85 billion. 

Tlie most expensive benefits promised 
by that agreement are a tax credit for 
families of $500 per diild and an cduca'- 
tion tax break along the lines of a 
Qinton plan proposing a tax credit of up 
to $1,500 or a tax deduction of up to 
$10,000 for families with students in col- 
lege. The child credit is likely to cost tlie 
government at least $50 billion in re^ 
enue over five years; education laj 
breaks are budgeted in the bipartisaQ 
accord at “rouglily” $35 billion.

Storms pound Southwest and along Gulf Coast

Rain and thunderstorms developed across the 
Southwest on Saturday, and thunderstorms aI.so 
spread across western sccdons of tlie Gulf Coast.

Foreign funds probe runs into problems

WASHINGTON — A federal 
bioethics commission ha.s formal- 
ly recommended that Congress 
enact a law prohibiting the cre- 
ation of human beings by 
cloning, saying the technique 
posed tnn many medical risks 
and raised unresolved etiiical 
concerns. 

Until Congre.ss passes such a 
law, the commission said, the fed- 
enil government should continue 
its moratorium on the use of fed- 
eral fund.s for human cloning 
experiments, and privately fund- 
ed researchers should be strong- 
ly encouraged to abide by the 
same nilcs, 

“The Commission concludes 
rliat at this time it is morally 
unacceptable for anyone in the 
public or private .sector, whether 
in a re.searcii or a clinical setting, 
to attempt to create a child using 
... cloning," the National Bio- 
ethics Advi.sory Commission said 
in its final report to President 
Clinton, approved Saturday at a 
meeting in Arlington, Va. 

The commission stopped .short 
of recommending a legislative 
ban on the creation of cloned 
human embryos for re.search pur- 
poses — a practice already pro- 
hibited among federally financed 


researchers but largely unregu- 
lated in the private sector. 

But it warned in strong lan- 
guage against any attempt to 
implant such cloned iiuman 
embryos into women’s wombs, 
where they might grow into 
babies. “Profes.sional and scientif- 
ic societies should make dear," 
the commission said, “that any 
attempt to create a child by 
(cloning) and implantation into a 
woman’s Iwdy would at this time 
be an irresponsible, unethical, 
and unprofe-s-sionoi act." 

Clinton banned the use of fed- 
eral funds for human cloning 
research — and asked private 
laboratories and fertility cliriics 
to follow the same rules voluntar- 
ily — after rcscarciiers in 
Scotland announced in February 
liiat they had cloned a sheep 
named Dolly from a single cell 
taken from an adult sheep. He 
then asked the recently created 
bioethics commission to study 
tlie issue of human cloning and 
make recommendations within 
90 days. 

Members said the commi.ssion 
decided to recommend a legal 
ban on cloning people, rather 
than an extended moratorium, 
because of doubts that private 
fertility clinics would abide by a 
voluutary !>an.

Kennedy defends candidacy; poll 
shows concerns about truthfulness 


SALEM. Mass. (AP) — Rep. 
Joseph P. Kennedy II, planning a 
run for governor, went before del- 
egate.s at a state Democratic con- 
vention on Saturday and apolo- 
gized for highly publicized prob- 
lems affecting him and his broth- 
er. 

Kennedy has been dogged by 
questions about his decision to 
seek an aimulmcnt and about his 
brother Michael Kennedy’s 
alleged affair with a teen-age 
baby sitter. 

“I had a marriage that didn’t 
work out. I can’t tell you, and I 
can’t put into words, how sorry I 
am about that. I said things that I 
wish I'd never said, and I did 
things I wish I had never done,” 
Kennedy said, his voice breaking. 

“On the matter of my brotlier, I 
am so very sorry, so very sorry for 
what has happened to the (baby 
sitter’s family). I extend to them 
the deepest apology that I can 
say,” he told the nearly 3,000 del- 
egates. 

Both he and state Attorney 
General Scott Harshbarger are 
raising money for a bid for the 
pany’s nomination, although nei- 
ther has officially declared him- 
self a candidate. 


In a separate speech, 
Harshbarger said candidates 
should be compared on their 
records, not their celebrity. 

“No one is entitled to lead tltis 
state,” he told a aowd peppered 
with bluc-and-whitc “Joe 
Kennedy" signs, “No party. No 
person. No one’s entitled to it. But 
you can earn it.” 

Their appearances came on the 
same day the Boston Herald pub- 
lished a poll showing Kennedy is 
being hurt politically by the con- 
troversies. 

In a survey of 300 registered 
Massachusetts Democrats, 
Kennedy received 45 percent of 
the vote to 41 percent for, 
Harshbarger — a statistical tic 
bccau.se the results are \rithin the 
poll’s margin of error of 5.7 per- 
centage points. 

Last fall, Kennedy led 
Harshbarger by as mudi as 2-to-l 
in some polls. 

The poll out Saturday also 
found that 48 percent of voters 
fell Kennedy was not being truUi- 
ful about his brother's scandal. 
Only 19 percent felt he was 
telling the truth and 33 percent

Gober, 60, also is a Vietnam 
veteran. 

Brown’s resignation came as no 
surprise. He is the eighth mem- 
ber of the original Cabinet to 
leave since the end of Clinton’s 
first term. 

During his tenure, he boldly 
told lawmakers to cut other pro- 


grams before coming after the 
Department of Veterans Affairs. 
He also succeeded in leading the 
agency away from its extensive 
network of hospitals toward a sys- 
tem of outpatient care for the 
nation’s 26 million veterans. 

Brown, 53, who lost use of an 
arm in combat in Vietnam, also 
secured funding increases of 
nearly SI billion a year for the 
department at a time when all 
branches of the government were 
pinching pennies.

The three were convicted of 
criminal mischief and night 
proivling. Hudson was acquitted 
of ethnic-intimidation charges, 
the jury ruling he wasn’t motivat- 
ed by anti-Semitism. 

But even if anti-Semitism was 
not the motivation, the crime had 
the same effect, Bichn said. 

“It frightened a lot of people,” 
said Rabbi Elliot Strom of Shir 
Ami Congregation in Newtowm.

MILWAUKEE (AP) — A former 
court clerk who sat through grue- 
some testimony during serial killer 
Jeffrey Dahmer’s trial says the 
experience has given her years of 
panic attacks and depression. 

A hearing begins Tuesday on 
Vickie Hines’ workers’ compensa- 
tion claim, seeking about S65, (XX) 
in wages lost after her claimed dis- 
ability forced her to quit in 1994. 
She- tilso wants about $12,000 for 
mental health treatment. 

Dahmer, arrested in 1991, even- 
tually admitted killing 17 boys 
and young men, some of whom 
were dismembered and cannibal- 
ized. He ivas beaten to death by a 
fellow prison inmate in 1994. 

Hines sat just a few feet from 
Dahmer throughout his three- 
week trial in 1992. 

According to a report by a psy- 
chologist who evaluated Hines, 
she “freaked out” when she saw 
the families of Dahmer’s victims 
in court, and was unable to read 
the jury’s verdict.

The number of cancer cases 
detected at early stages has 
increased in Idaho. In 1986, 34 
percent of early-siage cancer ivas 
found through screenings, state 


statistics show. Nine years later 
it’s up to 58 percent. In the Magic 
Valley, 70 percent of the breast 
cancers diagnosed arc localized 
and have not spread to other 
parts of the body. Miles says 
that’s encouraging because more 
women are having mammogra- 
phies and catching cancer in its 
early stages. 

Nationwide, breast-cancer 
deaths have declined 5 percent in 
white females between 1989 and 
1992, the National Cancer 
Institute reports. Researchers 
also have discovered a gene 
responsible for a certain type of 
cancer. 

Miles says the community must 
commit time and money to 
improve education and increase 
accessibility and he’s confident it 
will happen. 

“There is a strong sense of com- 
munity here," he said. “This is 
the right thing to do." 

At Magic Valley Regional’s 
cancer center, Courtnay sees the 
results of delayed mammogra- 
phies in women where the dis- 
ease has taken hold. 

“That is always the first thing 
you think of, ‘Why didn't she 
have a mammogram?’" she said.

Anhur, who had been the subject 
of a dragnet since Thursday, 
after cops matched his finger- 
print to one found on duct tape 
used to bind Levin, a 31-year-old 
English teacher at Taft and the 
son of Time Warner CEO Gerald 
Levin.

plates’ slides the x-ray film that 
will be exposed.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In all 
of American histoty there never 
was a political scandal like it. All 
the elements were there, from 
penny-ante dirty tricks — charg- 
ing $200 worth of pizza to politi- 
cal opponents — to corruption at 
the highest level of the govern- 
ment, a president committing 
impeachable crimes. 

The scandal known as 
Watergate, after the building in 
which it began, launched a trend 
in the tagging of far lesser official 
misdeeds: Korcagatc, Travelgate, 
Irangatc and FOcgaie, 

Watergate started on June 17, 
1972, as a Keystone Kop$ coper. 
Five men dressed in suits ted tics 
sinprised in the act of rifling the 
office of the Democratic National 
Committee, their hands sheathed 
in surreal gloves and their pock- 
ets stuffed with sequentially 
numbered $300 bills. 

It climaxed with the Aug. 9, 
1974, resignation in disgrace of 
Republican Richard M. Nixon 
from the highest office in the 
land, prison terms for 25 men, 
and a distrust of government that 
never dissipated. 

Strangely, 25 years later 
nobody is sure tvhat the burglars 
were looking for. IVhat is kno^'.■n 
is they were attempting to repair 
0 telephone bug they had 
installed three wcelu before, and 
they were rifling through files, 
photographing some. 

Watergate had many faces but 
at the core it was a subversion of 
the Constitudon by the president 
who had stvom to protect it. The 
lawbreaking oozed through the 
White House to functionaries 
inside and outside the adminis- 
tradon. Men who entered govern- 
ment with a zeal to serve me peo- 
ple ended up serving prison time 
Instead. This was a men's scan- 
dal; women were largely absent. 

Watergate began with money, 
but that wasn’t its evil. "No man 
or no woman came into this 
administration and left it with 
more of this world's goods than 
when he camo in," said Nixon 
Just before he boarded the heli- 
copter that started his journey to 
cidlc. 

Ho was right. Underlying 
Watergate was the arrogance of 
power and the desire to nong on 
to it at all costs. The surprise was 
that so many were willing to sac- 
rifice principle on that altar. 

If it meant breaking the law or 
"stonewalling" — one of the 
terms popularized ’ during 
Watergate — it was done. If it 
meant Ucs or bribery or coercion, 
so be it. If it meant turning on a 
friend to fashion a sacrificial 
lamb, too bad. 

Nixon, the 37th president of 
the United States, was deemed 
by a grand jury to be a co-con- 
spirator. But he escaped 
impeachment by resigning and 
avoided indictment through a 
pardon. His successor, Gerald 
Ford, felt the country had 
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The burglars could have been 
assembled by a novelist. 

They worked under the direc- 
tion of G. Gordon Uddy, a former 
FBI man and White House opera- 
tive who by then was finance 
counsel at Nixon’s Committee for 
the Re-election of the President, 
commonly known as CREEP. 
Liddy had grandiose schemes for 
on espionage operation, includ- 
ing use of prostitutes, bugging 
telephones, mugging opponents 
and kidnappings. Ha wanted $1 
million for it; he got $250,000. 

His top aide was E, Howard 
Hunt, a former CIA sw tvho had 
participated in the failed Bay of 
Figs invasion and who had 
olrcady written 42 spy novels. 

Four of the burglars tvcrc port 
of Miami's Cuban cnle communi- 
ty and veterans of that invasion, 
ney became knotvn coUe'edvely 
os "the Cubans," although one of 
them — Frank Sturgis was not 
Cuban. The fifth burglar, James 
W. McCord, a 20-ycar CIA techni- 
cian, was in charge of CREEP'S 
security. 

Investigators quickly estab- 
lished their connection to the 
president’s re-election committee. 
The FBI traced the SlOO bills to 
$89,000 in CREEP money deposit- 
ed in one burglar’s bonk account 
via 0 Mexican connection. 

Throughout all of this, there 
were official denials of involve- 
ment from the ^Vhite House and 
from former Attorney General 
John Mitchell, who headed the 
re-election committee. 


“I had no prior knowledge of 
the Watergate break-in," Nixon 
told the nation in a speech Aug. 
15, 1973. “I neither took part in 
nor knew about any of die subse- 
quent cover-up activities; I nei- 
ther authorized nor encouraged 
subordinates to engage in illegal 
or improper campaign tactics. 
•That was and is the simple 
truth." 

. -But it wasn’t simple, and it 
wasn’t truth. 

Only six days after the break- 
in, on June 23, 1972, Nixon had 
assented to a plan suggested by 
chief of staff H.R. Haldcman to 
derail the FBI's investigation by 
claiming it would interfere with a 
CIA 0]3eration. This conversation, 
when it became public, was the 
final straw in persuading Nixon 
to resign nvo years later. 

The cover-up was brought on 
— indirectly, if not dlrccdy — by 
Nixon’s paranoia that he could 
lose his re-election effort to 
Democratic Sen. George 
McGovern. Nixon could not fore- 
see his landslide victory; only 
Massachusetts and the District of 
Columbia went for McGovern. 

' 'From that flowed CREEP'S 
dirty tricks department, which 
included such activities as circu- 
lating "endorsements" of 
McGovern by blacks in predomi- 
nantly white neighborhoods; 
ordering $300 worth of b'oozc and 
$200 worth of pizzas sent to a 
Democratic fund-raiser and stick- 
ing the Democrats with the bill; 
stationing hecklers at McGovern 
rollies. Then came the Watergate 


burglary, part of an intelligence 
plan that spy buff Liddy called 
“Gemstone." 

Washington Post reporter Bob 
Woodward wos there when the 
burglars appeared in court the 
day of the break-id. He heard 
McCord whisper “CIA” when the 
men were asked to identify them- 
selves. That started him and col- 
league Carl Bernstein on an 
investigation that won them a 
Pulitzer prize. 

The election came and went. 
Watergate was not a factor in the 
outcome. 

That winter, the cover-up went 
into high gear 

On the January 1973 morning 
when their trial was to start. 
Hunt and the Cubans pleaded 
guilty in U.S. District Court to 
conspiracy, burglary and wiretap- 
ping. Liddy and McCord chose to 
stand trial and were convicted of 
the same charges. 

Hunt demanded clemency and 
money to buy his henchmen’s 
continued silence. It finally got to 
the point where White House 
counsel John Dean went to Nixon 
on March 21, 1973, to tell him: 
“We have a cancer within — 
close to the presidency — that’s 
growing. It’s growing daily. It's 
compounding. ... We’re being 
blackmailed; people ore going to 
start perjuring themselves very 
quickly.” 

Dean implicated numerous 
high-level White House staffers: 
Hddcman had wanted a political 
intelligence operation; Liddy was 
picked to run it and devised a 
plan; Jeb Magruder pushed for it; 
Charles Colson knew about it; 
NUtchell approved it. 

The cost to buy silence, Doan 
said, might be $1 million over nvo 
years. "You could got the 
money," Nixon replied. “You 
could got a million dollars. An;l 
you could get it in cash. I know 
where it cowd be gotten.” 

By that time, the Senote had 
already started one investigation 
and the U.S. attorney's office was 
interviewing White House and 
CREEP staff members. The plot 
bqgan to unrovcl. First 
Magruder, then Dean told the 
story to investigators. 

As the pressure mounted, 
Nixon summoned Holdemon and 
domestic counsel John 
Ehrlichman to the presidential 
cabin at Camp David, Md., and 
told them they would have to 
resign. The next day, he fired 
Dean, and accepted the resigna- 
tions of Haldcman, Ehrlichman 
and Attorney General Richard 
KIcindienst. 

Dean went on to tell his story 
to the Senate as a rapt nation 
watched the proceeding on tele- 
vision. Haldcman, Ehrlichman 
and McCord testified. 

Then came a startling revela- 
tion that scaled Nixon’s fate. 
Nixon’s schedule ' keeper, 
Alexander Butterfield, told 


Nixon fought for - partly attained - respect 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In the 
20 years left to him after his res- 
ignation, Richard Nixon fought 
methodically and relendessly to 
restore his reputation and regain 
a role in the affairs of the nation. 

He did not intrude where he 
might not be wanted. So he 
stayed away from every 
Republican National Convention, 
where some delegates would 
have welcomed him warmly but 
many might have booed. 

Although he did not say so — 
in fact, he would deny it — he 
plotted his return to respect, to 
his country’s grudging accep- 
tance, with all the forethought of 
a military campaign, or, for that 
matter, of any other Nixon cam- 
paign. After four years 'of 
California exile following his res- 
ignation in 1974, he eased his 
way back. 

He could not erase the stain of 
disgrace. But he could give histo- 
ry more to say of liim. He wonted 
to be a statesman, a giver of 
advice to statesmen; he needed 
to be highly regarded. He ivamed

rejecting him 
Richard Nixon ^5 ^ neighbor 
— to achieve 
that goal. But he did not, as he 
put it, "grovel.” A man whose 
antennae were attuned to slights, 
Nixon nonetheless agreed to 
speak at a hostile gathering of 
newspaper editors in 1984, know- 
ing he would face tough ques- 
tions. He may not have won them 
over, but he surely dazzled them 
with his no-notes analysis of the 
politics of the day. 

When forums to speak out 
were unsuitable or out of his 
reach, Nixon spoke through 
books. His memoirs were tvritten 
in 1978, and that brought him out 


of exile. “The Real War," pub- 
lished in 1980, included his pre- 
diction — wong — that the fight 
against communism would last to 
the end of the century. 

Later he would say that when 
he finished that book, “I knew 
the time had come to leave San 
Clemente," his Californio seaside 
home, and return to the East. 
Enough of exile. In all, Nixon 
wrote 10 books, rune after liis res- 
ignation, 

In what must have been a 
major victory, Nixon again was 
counseling presidents, Ronald 
Reagan and George Bush in par- 
ticular, but also Bill Clinton, 
Nixon was denied the fanfare 
due an cx-prcsidcnt but he still 
kept his hands in foreign affairs 
by extensive travel and visits 
\vith world leaders.

Now, prosecutors would have 
what they needed — the fly on 
the wall of the Oval Office that 
could prove or disprove allega- 
tions against the president and 
his men. 

Nixon aides put into play a 
strategy that they; described vari- 
ously as “a modified limited 
hangout,” and “circling the wag- 
ons around the White House” to 
thwart release of the tapes. 

Nixon himself was caught on 
tape saying, “I don’t give a shit 
what happens. I want you all to 
stonewall it, let them plead the 
Fifth Amendment, cover-up or 
anything else." 

But U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica ordered that the tapes be 
produced for the trial of 
Haldcman, Ehrlichman and 
Mitchell, who were charged with 
the cover-up. 

The fight was carried to the 
Supreme Court, which ruled — 
the same day the House 
judiciary Committee was, consid- 
ering an impeacluncnt resolution 
against Nixon — that he would 
have to give up the tapes. 

Among them was a June 23, 
1972, recording of Nixon agree- 
ing to Haldcmon's plan to derail 
the FBI investigation. Nixon 
issued a statement admitting the 
tape showed he had approved the 
Stan of the cover-up and knew it 
would limit the FBI investigation. 

"I recognize that this addition- 
al material I am now furnishing 
may further damage my case," he 
conceded in that Aug. 5 state- 
mem. 

The reaction in Washington 
and throughout the country was 
explosive. Three key Republicans 
went to brief Nixon in the ^Vhi(e 
House and said afterward that 
the situation looked “gloomy," 
that Nixon could not count on 
winning in a Senate impeach- 
mcne trial. 

On Aug. 8, the president ended 
the waiting. "I have never been a 
quitter. To leave office before my 
term is completed is abhorrent to 
every instinct in my body," he 
told the nation. “But as president, 
I must put the interests of 
America first. ... Therefore, 1 shall 
resign the presidency at noon 
tomorrow." . 

Nixon performed his lost offi- 
cii act the next morning, signing 
his name to a single sentence: "I 
hereby resign the Office of 
President of the United States," 

Still ohead were trials and sen- 
tences for others involved in 
Watergate. For the only presi- 
dent ever to resign, there was 
only shame, a pardon and an 
uphill struggle for rehabilitation. 
It ended with his death on April 
22,1994.

I t was a FrldBy eflomoon In July 
and the witness was Just a 
small fry: Alexander Butterfield, 
who kept President Nixon's 
schedule and handled his paper 
flow. Three staff members of the 
Senate Watergate Committee 
were questioning him. preparing 
for his public testimony the fol- 
lowing Mondoy.

What Butterfield revealed 
that aflomoon In 1973 — and on 
television to the senators and 
the world three days later — was 
electrliying news: ftr 2 1/2 
years. Nixon had been sccreUy 
taping his conversotJons. 

Five microphones In his desk and 
two In well lamps by the fire- 
place, still more In the Cabinet 
Room, at his hideaway In the Old 
ExccuUve Offica Building, and at 
the presidential retreat at Camp 
David, Md„ picked up everything 
said In Nixon's presence. ' 

Now Watergate wos no longer the 
word of one man. White House 
counsel John Dean, against 
another, Richard Nixon. Now 
there was Inconlostablo contem- 
poraneous ovidenco lo bo had. 
Without the taoes, it was unlikely 
Nixon would have had to give up 
the presidency.

Alaska town supports troubled doc .

ANCHORAGE, Alaska b\P) — 

• In the Southeast fishing and mill 
town of Wrangell, Wayne 
Davenport is knou-n as the best 

'surgeon around. 

- For 23 years, he has practiced 
in a community accessible only 
by boat or plane and where the 
closest major hospital is 90 miles 
away. He has repaired hernias, 
removed gallbladders and 
stitched the angry gashes of 
injured loggers and ftshermen. 

But on July 18, 1995, he used a 
knife to harm instead of heal. 

On that night, he was drunk 
'and angry over his girlfriend's 
decision to leave him. He held 
her captive on his fishing boat 
and menaced her with a knife. A 
judge sent Davenport to prison 
and ordered him to attend an 
alcohol treatment program in the 
Lower <18. 

Today he's back in Wrangell, 
creating patients who affection- 
acely call him “Doc.” Davenport 
says he has paid Ids dues and just 
wants to leave his crime, and 
' drinking, behind. 

But now another system of jus- 
tice awaits him. 

The state Division of 
Occupational Licensing has filed 
a formal accusation saying 
Davenport’s medical license 
should be su-spended or revoked. 
He has fallen off the wagon too 
many times, the state says, and 
on the night of the assault he vio- 

• iated a 1988 order never to drink 

• again. 

The matter has been turned 
over to tlic Alaska State Medical 
' Board, which will decide 

■ Davenpon’s professional fate. 

Many residents of Wrangell 
trust and support Davenport and 
say they don’t need the medical 
board to protect iliem from him. 
ii 'ITiey irant the board to give him 
yet anotltcr chance. 

• • So does Davenport. - 

“1 just got sidetracked, that’s 
all,” he said in a recent interview. 

Davenport resembles a beard-' 
cd prospector more than a med- 
! ical doctor. He gives free physi- 
; cals to those who can’t afford 
' them and makes house calls to 
i the elderly. And as his patients in 
; this town of 2,800 will tell you, he 

■ has saved many of their lives. 

But the Gl-year-old ex-Marine 

• also has a long history of alco- 
’ liolism, as documented in medical 

• board and criminal court records, 
i Alaska’s medical board first 
' learned of his addiction in 1983, 

when nurses at the H-bcd 
Wrangell General Hospital filed 
reports .saying he was repeatedly 

• into.xicatedonUiejob.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — A 
man convicted of killing his 
father and eating part of his 
brain has been sentenced to 62 
years in prison, plus time in a 
mental hospital. 

Joseph Garner, 38, was con- 
victed in March, found guilty 
but mentally ill in the murder 
of Paul T. Garner on Dec. 26, 
1995. 

On Friday, Marion Superior 
Court Judge Tanya Waltort- 
Pratt sentenced Garner to the 
maximum 65 ycar.s, but sus- 
pended three ycar.s and 
ordered him to serve at least 
180 days of the suspended term 


in a mental health facility. 

Garner’s lau-yers had argued 
that the jury’s verdict siiould 
be overturned because lie was 
insane and could not be. held 
responsible for his actions. 

Police say Garner, a diag- 
nosed schizophrenic, stabbed 
his father about 200 times with 
a Swiss army knife, dismem- 
bered the body and ate part of 
his brain. 

After the slaying, Garner 
went to a church, where he told 
a pastor und then police he 
believed his father was the 
devil and ho killed him to 
release evil spirits.

One time he showed up in the 
emergency room so drunk he 
couldn't put on his surgical gloves 
to treat an injured patient, 'llien 
he forgot to give local ancsUicsin, 
and before nurses could pull him 
away he put a stitch in liic 
patient’s lacerated arm, board 
documents say. 

The medical board responded 
by placing him on two years’ pro- 
bation, where he could continue 
seeing patients as long as he 
undenvent treatment and stayed 
away from alcohol. 

Davenport got into trouble 
‘again in 1987, when the hospital 
banned him after frequent 
reports of drunkenness. 

In 1988, the medical board 
gave him the ultimate warning: 
He was placed on five years' pro- 
bation and ordered never Co 
drink alcohol again while 
licensed as a doctor in Alaska. 

Davenport went to treatment 
again and underwent counseling. 
After his probation ended, the 
hospital welcomed him back and 
made him chief of staff. 

Then, one summer night in 
1995, he got drunk and a.s.saulied 
Judith Nutier, a 35-year-old fish- 
erman and writing instructor, 
who lived with Davenport for 
almost a year. Nutter told police 
he grabbed her by the hair and 
struck her licad against n wall. 
Then, for two hours, he held her 


hostage and tiireatcned her witii 
a knife. 

He eventuaily pleaded no con- 
test to third-degree felony assault 
against Nutter. 

In a telephone interview, 
Davenport was willing to discuss 
his alcoholism, but not the crime, 
other than to say lie was at fault 
and felt bad about it. 

At Davenport’s sentencing 
hearing in April 1996. tiie only 
person wiio testified against him 
was his victim. - 

Davenport was sentenced to 
nine months in prison and five 
years probation. He got treat- 
ment, served his jail time, and 
returned to Wrangell last fall. 
The town has three other doctors, 
but that’s not enough, say tho.se 
loyal to Davenpon. 

"He messed up. There’s no 
doubt about it,” said Tube Miller, 
who testified'on Davenport’s 
behalf during In's sentencing. 
"But it was not connected with 
the hospital, and no patient was 
put at risk. He’s a skilled sur- 
geon, and we need hiin." 

It's not unusual for patients to 
stand by a physician who’s 
accused — or even disciplined — 
said Gary Veres, chief investiga- 
tor for occupational licensing. 

“People have a high degree of 
respect and tni.st in doctors, and 
it’s often hard for them to accept 
tiiat tiie.se professionals could do 


something wTong,” lie .said. 

With tlie help of a counselor. 
Alcoholics Anonymous and the 
treatment program in Oregon, 
Davenport says he’s a changed 
man. Tlie state’s tiireat to sus- 
pend or pull his medical license is 
unfair and heavy-handed, he s,nid. 

As Davenport starts over in 
Wrangell, the medical board will 
soon take a third look at his med- 
ical license. Not only did 
Davenport fall off the wagon 
again, the state alleges, he broke 
another law by not completing 
required medical refresher cred- 
its and liicn signed an official 
document stiying he iiad. 

“It was a mistake,” Davenport 
said. ”I thought I had enough 
credits and as it turned out, I was 
a couple hours short.” 

In tile fall, a hearing officer 
will take the next step by review- 
ing the evidence and making a 
recommendation to die medical 
hoard, said chief investigator 
Veres.

MOSTAR, Bosnia-Hurzenovina 
— Tim last time her family saw 
Rukija Bejtovic alive, the frail 
old woman was settling in for an 
evening of television. 

Within the ne.xt two hours, 
men kicked in the door of her 
first-floor apartment, where she 
lived alone. They tore her from 
her bed and roughed her up, 
auiopsy and police reports would 
later indicate, then vsmpped her 
in sheets and hauled her away 
into the winter niglii. 

Ucjiovic’s body, clad in yellow 
pajamas, was found 13 days later 
by shepherds tending their flock. 
The 70-year-old grandmother, a 
Muslim, was dumped in a field 
aIong.sidc the higliway. 

Officially, she had died of a 
heart attack. Her legs, frozen, 
had turned blue. 

The night after Bejtovic di.sap- 
.peared five months ago, a 
Bosnian Croat soldier calmly 
moved into iicr apartment. And 
Bosnian Croat police refused to 
investigate, according to Robert 
Edwards, the retired California 
detective who handled U.N. mon- 
itoring of the case.' 

“When they find out the 
father's name" — that i.s, learn a 
person’s ethnicity — “that termi- 
nates the investigation," he said. 
The Bejtovic kidnnp-imirdcr 
, was Che most egregious example 
' in a long series of evictions of 
. Muslims by Croat police and 
' gangs crying to rid tlic western 
half of this southern Bo.snian city, 
of its Muslim population. 

The ousters in Moscar repre- 
sent one of the most systematic 
examples of “ethnic cleansing" 
since the war in Bosnin- 
Herzegovina ended and drama- 
tize the undying animosity 
between Muslims and Croat 
nationalists, despite U.S. efforts 
tu make them form a government 
together. 

Indeed, the principal U.S. 
investment in postwar Bosnia, in 
military and politiail terms, rests 
on the success of a united 
Mu.slim-Croat Federation, which 
controls half of Bosnia and is sup- 
posed to ser\’c a.s counterwcigltt 
to the other half, the Bosnian 
Serbs' Republika Srpska. 

But events here in Mostar, bas- 
tion of hard-line Croat national- 
ism, show that a functional feder- 
ation remains u fantasy. 

Distilled to its most basic, the 
Bosnian war was about who 
could live where. Today, 18 
months into an internationally 
sponsored pence process, tho.se 
who want to live where, they are 
an etimic minority are evicted, 
beaten, blocked and, in some 
cases, murdered. 

In Mostar — where Croat-con- 
trolled west and Muslim-con- 
trolled east still use different cur- 



HYDERABAD, India (AP) — 
Thousands of asthma sufferers 
waited outside a house in this 
southern city Saturday for the 
chance to swallow tiny live sar- 
dines stuffed with secret herbs, 
believed by some to be a miracle 
cure.

scientific scrutiny, but prospec- 
tive patients don’t seem overly 
concerned. 

“I’ve had asthma for 20 years,” 
said Rajcndra Prasad, who joined 
the line two days ago after arriv- 
ing from Ranchi, almut 600 miles 
to the north. 'Tve tried all sorts 
of medicines. Nothing has 
worked. So wiiy not try tliis?” 

For their part, the Gouds avoid 
grand pronouncements about the 
powers of the unorthodox treat- 
ment. 

"We do not take credit for any- 
thing. It works in some ca.ses,” said 
Harinaih Goud, one of five brotlt- 
ers who knows how to make the 


yellow paste that is smeared inside 
ilie mouth of a one-indi sardine, 

After swallowing the live fish, 
the patients begin a strict 4Way 
diet that requires them to con- 
sume 25 different foods — includ- 
ing lamb, old rice, white sugar, 
dried mango, spinach and clari- 
fied butler — and abstain from 
any deep-fried food. They must 
repeat the treatment at least 
once within two years. 

“Wc gel lots of letters from 
people saying they were cured," 
Goud said.

Western Mostar still pays alle- 
giance to Zagreb and Croatian 
President Franjo Tudjman. His 
representative this month 
besiowed medals on Mostar’s 
Croatian police — the very 
agency implicated in the evic- 
tions and a deadly attack in 
Februar>- on Muslims trying to 
visit a cemetery. 

About 130 Muslim families 
have been driven from their 
homes in Croat-controlled west- 
ern Mostar in tlie last year. The 
evictions were carried out by a 
well-organized criminal network 
run by special police and with 
tacit approval of political auihor- 
itic.s, international monitors .say. 

Only the arre.st in late 
February of two notorious gang 
bo.sses appeared to stop the evic- 
tions temporarily. Internationa! 
officials were able to restore 35 
newly evicted families to their 
iiomc-s and now hope to build on 
that initial succe.ss in the coming 
weeks, 

But Croatian officiaLs indicated 
again last month, in meetings 
with international officiaU, that 
they will not cooperate. 

The morning after Bejtovic was 
snatched from her home, her son 
and daug}iicr-in-Iaw arrived to an 
empty apartment. Boot prini.s 
marked the door. Bcjcovic's slip- 
pers and robe were scattered on 
the floor. Bcjtovic's favorite ea.sy 
chair was wet with urine — a 
sign, U.N. investigators .said, of 
her terror during her ordeul. 

Instead of approaching their 
local police, cite Bejtovic family 
cumed (0 an evictions cask force 
headed by Edwards, the retired 
Oakland detective serving tliu 
.second half of a yearlong stint in 
Bosnia, 

Years in the Oakland police 
gang unit prepared Edwards for 
Mostar. He said the Croat-domi- 
nated wc.st Mostar police did not 
even do a door-to-door canva.s for 
potential witne.sses, 

Ono neighbor said he saw 
Bejtovic's door ajar the night she 
disappeared, enabling authori- 
ties to pinpoint the time of the 
attack. Faiiil Bejtovic, her son, 
had left his mother that night 
around 7:30. 

Two autopsies were conducted 
— one by Croatian authorities, 
the other by Mu.slim authorities, 
and both with Western officials

But the family was split by 
the war. One son, Fadil, 47, live.s, 
fearfully, on the west side, one of 
the last Mu.slims on his block. 
The other, Nusret, 44, lives, bit- 
ter, on the east side, where he 
fled in 1993 to join the Muslim 
army.

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Mexico town tries to rid corruption 

Retired professor organizes group to get money back to the masses

ZIHUATANEJO, Mexico — 
Polincal corruption was hardJy a 
new phenomenon in this sleepy 
, Pacific Coast town when Salvador 
: Castro and dozens of other local 
professionals decided last year to 
do something about it. 

For half a century, the retired 
literature professor says, he had 
lived with it: the local officials 
skimming money from the city 
coffers; the high-level political 
leaders making big profits by sell- 
ing their land to the federal gov- 
ernment for tourism projects. 

But there was something about 
last year’s municipal budget that 
convinced Castro and his col- 
leagues that the time for change 
had come. 

Millions of dollars had been 
allotted to basic development pro- 
jects that liad inflated budgets or 
never were built, the group 
iasists, dting city and state docu- 
ments that the citizen activists 
amassed during months of 
research. The money was meant 
, for projects — water mains, 
bridges, clinics and wells — that 
the towTi desperately needs. 

So, emboldened by President 

■ Ernesto Zedillo’s calf for an end 
to official corruption, Castro's 
group formed a local civic a.ssoci- 
ation. They traveled to Mexico 
City and handed the documents 
over to federal investigators, who 

; are reportedly probing 
Zihuatanejo's finances and its 
former mayor along with dozens 
of other.local officials in other 
towns in separate inquiries 
nationwide. 

No criminal charges have been 
filed against the former mayor, 
and ilic Los Angeles Times could 
not confirm independently the 
civic association’s allegations. 
The federal comptroller’s office 
refused to confirm or deny the 
pending investigation, citing the 
agency's policy in such matters. 
But Castro .says federal auditors 
notified lus group tliat they have 
; found serious irregularitic.s in for- 
mer Mayor Armando Federico 
Gonzalez’s use of public funds 
and that their investigation is 
continuing. 

Zihuatanejo, say Castro and his 
scif-dcscribcd apolitical group, is 
a microcosm of how local corrup- 
tion — sanctioned by a one-party 
system in many of Mcrdco’s towns 
and villages — has plagued the 
country tlvou^i the years. 

As key midterm elections 
approach, the 6-month-oId 
Municipal Civic Association of 
Zihuatanejo illustrates a new 
phenomenon in Mexico: a rising 
grass-roots movement against cor- 
ruption that, has made graft, 
embezzlement and bribery a cen- 
tral campaign issue in the July 6 
polls. The elections will decide 
whether Mexico’s Institutional 
Revolutionary Party, qr PRI, 
retains its scvcn-dccadc hold on 
the nation’s Chamber of 
Deputies, the lower house of 
Congress. 

At the national level, each 
week of the election campaign 
has brought new allegations of 
multimillion-dollar corruption 
among the family of former 
Mexican President Luis 
Echeverria and senior federal, 
state and local officials. 
Responding to the allegations, 
the PRI’s national president 
asserts that such misconduct is a 
thing of the past in the ruling 
party. Although most of the 
national allegations dwarf the 
complaints of the small citizens 
group in Zihuatanejo, the associa- 
tion is taking a stand. 

“Wliat lias happened here may 
,iiot seem big by comparison to 
;j:orruption at the national level, 
but it is very big for us,” said 
association Vice President Rafael 

■ Sosa Vega, who owns two shoe 
.-stores in totvn. 

“It’s big because it affects 
[every area of our society. It 
•affects the way our town has 
developed, whicJi affects our fam- 
ily incomes. And it causes a fur- 
ther disintegration of our family 
Values,” he said. “So what we are 
[trying to do is raise the conscious- 
ness of the people, to create a 
moral capacity among the people 
to fight this corruption right here 
at home.” 

The association’s crusade 
against Gonzalez, who could not 
be reached for comment despite 
a dozen telephone calls , appears 
to have affected the local con- 
gressional race. 

- When Gonzalez’s three-year 
mayoral term ended — his sec- 
ond in the past two decades — 
local PRI officials considered him 
a leading candidate for the 
party’s congressional nomination 
here, PRI sources say. Then, in 
Februaiy, Castro’s ^up took its 
documents and petitions demand- 
ing that Gotu^cz be investigated 
to Zedillo's office and to the 


office of federal comptrollers in 
Mexico City. 

A month later, PRI sources say, 
the party chose another candi- 
date — a state ■ 


official with less 
charisma and 
name recogni- 
tion than 
Gonzalez. Local 
PRI leader 
Jorge Luis 
Perez Lopez, 
however, said 
the former 
mayor is work- 
ing in a key 
position in the 
party’s congrc.ssinnal campaign. 

Gonzalez’s personal assistant, 
Juan Chavclas, in.si.sted that the 
former mayor is innocent. /“Ul the 
allegations against Gonzalez are 
false, Chavclas said. He charced 


that Castro’s group has little pub- 
lic support and Ls aligned with

has come ud (as a camoaicn 


is.sue) and as a problem for local 
development here.” 

Both Perez, the local PRI 
loader, and Arturo Vargas 
Najera, Zihuaiancjo’s director of 
urban planning, insisted chut 
local corruption is not to blame 
for the sharp contra.si in develop- 
ment between the nearby Ixtapa 
resort area and Zihuatanejo’s 
underdeveloped residential 
neighborhood. But Castro's 
group, foreign and local business 
owners in town, opposition politi- 
cians and many residents inter- 
viewed randomly in the street 
sharply disagreed. 

“In general, companies that 
have wanted to come and invest 
here, when they sec the level of 
corruption, they don’t want- any- 
thing to do with Zihuatanejo," 
PRO candidate dc la Luz said.

Take the high road 
of fairness, cooperation 


Monday will be a gloomy day for 
IWin Falls County government, if the 
county’s two Republican commission- 
ers let partisanship override fairness 
and good sense. 

Rather, veteran Commissioner Mar- 
vin Hempleman and the newly sivom- 
in Carla Reed should enthusiastically 
elect lone Democrat Dennis Maughan 
as commission chairman. By doing 
that, they’ll demonstrate their inde- 
pendence and integrity — and they’ll 
affirm a budding tradition of biparti- 
san cooperation in the courthouse. 

Chairmanship of the county com- 
mission is mostly ceremonial. It car- 
ries a little added responsibility and 
power, but not enough to be worth a 
partisan fight. The job traditionally 
has rotated, and this year is Maugh- 
an’s rightful turn. 

Hempleman and Reed should feel 
embarrassed by the public flap over 
the cliairmanship selection. So should 
local GOP Chairman Gary Grindstaff 
and others who are leaning on them 
to free 2 C Mauglian out. 

Maughan is the first Democrat to 
win a Twin Falls County office in 
decades, and the GOP power struc- 
ture seems to regard him as a threat. 
It shouldn’t. He holds his office only 
through Republican indulgence, be- 
cause the local R’s couldn’t stomach 
their own nominee in 1994. Continued 
Republican indulgence is probably 
the only way he’ll keep his job in 
1998. 

As for any higher aspirations, it’s 
hard to imagine anyone tvith a “D” af- 
ter his name tvinning a legislative scat 
in this county — unless the Republi- 
cans foolishly run another nominee 
tvhom they themselves won’t vote for. 


Furthermore, Maughan has never 
played an opposition role on the com- 
mission. He instead has cheerfully 
joined Hempleman and the now-de- 
parted Brent Reinke in cooperative, 
progressive leadership. 

He is not, for heaven’s sake, a Ted 
Kehncdy Democrat. He’s a reason- 
able, moderate-to-conservative local 
official whom Republicans have no 
cause to snub. 

Just for the record, we’d like to re- 
mind readers about the source of this 
message. The Timcs-Ncius editorial 
board is \ridely known for supporting 
conservative ideas and endorsing Re- 
publican candidates. 

Bui county government is not about 
party politics. Though the commis- 
sioners run in partisan races, partisan- 
ship generally disappears once Elec- 
tion Day is past. 

Landfills aren’t Republican or 
Democrat. Neither are juvenile-den- 
tention programs, or dairy cows, or 
any of the other nitty-gritty issues of 
county government. 

The Republicans should iliink twice 
before polarizing the commission. An 
energetic dissenter on a three-mem- 
ber board can make his colleagues 
miserable. 

When the commissioners elect their 
next chairman on Monday, Hemple- 
man and Reed should show their com- 
mitment to nonpartisanship, as well 
as their unwillingness to let so-called 
party bosses call the shots. 

Meanwhile, if Republicans are truly 
concerned about keeping control of 
the courthouse, they should court 
Maughan. He might be persuaded to 
convert, if Republicans show him a lit- 
tle respect. I

That point of view serves traditional 
beliefs about public lands ranching 
quite well because it avoids actually 
facing the facts of the situation. 

Idaho Watersheds Project has chal- 
lenged JTic Tinics-News on several oc- 
casions to provide its readers ivith a 
thorough analysis of the economic and 
cnvironinvntal effects of public lands 
ranching in the Magic Valley. Instead, 
what readers are provided arc editori- 
als without any factual basis. If public 
lands ranchers’ “contribution to the 
region’s economic well-being far ex- 
ceeds (he direct fce.s they pay for us- 
ing public resources” as 77ie Titnes- 
News claims in its editorial, there 
should be some backup for these 
claims. 

Providing that backup information 
will be difficult, however. In Twin 
Falls and Cassia counties, public lands 
nmching provides about one-sixth of I 
percent of the jobs and approximately 
the same percentage of the annual 
agricultural gross product of those tsvo 
counties. Ex’cn if we include Owyhee, 
Jerome, Lincoln, Minidoka. Camas. 
Gooding and Blaine counties, there is 
no mcasurcable increase in the eco- 
nomic importance of public lands 
ranching to the Magic Valley.

For livestock ranching ns a whole, 
public lands in Twin Falls and Cassia 
counties provide about 9 percent of 
the total annual forage needs of beef 
cattle and sheep even though both 
counties have many hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of public lands permit- 
ted for livestock use, Beef cattle pro- 
duction in tlie Magic Valley is an im- 
portant component of the agriculture 
economy; however, 80 percent of the 
beef producers in the Magic Valley do 
not have public land grazing permits 
or leases and compete at a disadvan- 
tage to the large ranchers who dispro- 
portionately hold public land grazing 
permits. 

77ie Timcs-Neivs also accept.s without 
question the claims by the Land Board 
and livestock groups that livo.siock 
grazing is beneficial because it pre- 
vents wildfire.s through dry fuels sup- 
pression ond helps prevent the spread 
of noxious weeds. Of course, neither 
the Land Board or anyone else has any 
empirical data that supports these 
claims. There is, however, a substan- 
tive body of scientific literature which 
demonstrates that livestock grazing is 
one of the primary cau.scs of the 


spread of noxious weeds and that live- 
stock grazing is partially responsible 
for larger fires in fore.sted areas 
grazed by livestock because of the 
suppression of fine fuels that can car- 
ry desirable low-intensity fires within 
forest areas. 

Livestock-caused destruction of na- 
tive fire-resistant bunchgrass and 
cryptobiotic plant communities and 
their replacement by annual weedy . 
species like chcatgrass is one of the 
main reasons for the stunning in- 
crease in the frequency and intensity 
of range fires. There is also no evi- . 
donee that livestock grazing is useful 
in the prevention of fires in chcat- 
grass-dominated areas of public 
lands. 

It may well not be sinful to make 
money from public lands, but it ccr- 
' ini'niy shouldn’t be public policy to 
permit sucii profit at (he expense of 
die rest of us who arc obliged to subsi- 
dize public lands ranching at a cost of 
up to S500 million per year. . 

For a conservative newspaper like 
77ie Times-Ncws to support federal gov- 
ernment giveaways like public lands 
ranching in an age of the “end of wel- 
fare as we know it’’ underlines the 
schizophrenia of the papcr'.s editorial- 
izing. Idaho Wnicrshcds Project looks 
fonvard to the day when The Times- ' 
Netes supports free and open competi- 
tion for the use of public lands.

The proposed 
ordinance to make the compre- 
hensive plan law has been pla- 
garized from an Ada County pro- 
posal. Ada County hn.s learned 
that it just won’t work because 
of numerous lawsuits filed by 
property owners. 

The bottom line is that proper- 
ty owners have the ultimate 
right to determine the highest 
and bc.st use for their property 
in all situations. 

The Twin Falls County Farm 
Bureau, the Magic Valley 
Builders Association and tlie 
Greater Twin Falls /Association 
of Realtors are recommending 
that the 1995 Comprehensive 
Plan be revised in favor of prop- 
erty owners’ rigiits, liiat the cur- 
rent proposed ordinance be 
scrapped and that tiie 1979 ordi- 
nance be revised for wh.at will 
work for tiie rural property imm- 
ers and their inalienable rights 
— and so do I!

With school out .ind summer offi- 
cially here, families will head to 
their favorite spot to play. Ensure 
the safety of your family by carry- 
ing the proper safety eciuipmeni 
onboard. 

The U.S. Coast Guard lias juris- 
diction on all U.S. waicrway.s. 
They are the nuthnrity and set 
down minimum safety and equip- 
ment standards for all boats.* 
Generally, state laws conform to 
Const Guard requirements. If you 
are stopped on tlic water by local 
marine authorities or the Coast 
Guard, you must allow an inspec- 
tion of your boat. It is wise to 
equip yotir boat according to 
' Coast Guard regulations, even 
though state rcquircment.s may 
differ. The Coast Guard requires 
the following equipment — ull 
items must be Coast Cuord 
approved, in good operating con- 
dition and used for the designated 
purpose: 

* Personal Flotation Devices 
(PFDs) > one wearable, Coast 
Cuord-appraved PFD for each pas- 
senger, 2 minimum per croft. 
Doais 16 ft. or longer arc required 
to have a ihrowabic device avail- 
able for immediate use. 

» Rcglstratlon/Documcntailon/ 
Numbering - updated and proper- 
ly displayed. 

* Fire Extinguishers -minimum 
for size of boat, charged and oper- 
able. 

*; Visual Distress Signal - 
opproved flag and/or operable sig- 
nal light. 

* Sound Producing Device - 
horn; whistle or other.. .not athlet- 
ic whistles. 

* Navigation Lights - operable 
and properly configured. 

* Ventilation - for dosed com- 
partments, blower must work, fuel 
system tanks secure and ground- 
ed, hoses In good condition with 
no leaks.

Fuel leak stops helicopter 
flight over Atlantic Ocean 


PARIS (AP) “Two French 
pilots ir>'ing to cro.ss the Atlantic 
f Ocean in a helicopter had to 
abimdon thu effort mid-joumey 
today when the craft developed 
a fuel leak, forcing it to land on a 
tugboat, 

Gerard David and Fhillippc 
Boutrj' wore following the path 
•, of aviation pioneer Charles . 
r Lindbergh, who became the first 
person to complete a solo crans- 
Atlantic plane flight during his 
, New York-to-Pnris trip 70 years. 

, ago. 

Shortly after their first at-sea 
.refueling, the two French pilots 
noticed a leak in tho extra-fuel 
tanks that had been installed in 
place of backseats, A weld con- 
necting the tanks to the heli- 
copter engine had come loose 
causing the loss of fuel, organiz- 
ers said. 

"The problem was with the 
connection," Paris-based flight 
organizer Madie Pescarolo told 
The Associated Press. 

“It was not able to be repaired 
aboard the ship." 

The helicopter landed on the 
Abeillc tugboat around 4:30 n.m. 
FDT, organizers said. It was 
being transported to a port in the 
city of Gander, on the eastern 
coast of Newfoundland. 

David and Boutry had expect- 
ed to finish the 3, 700-mile jour- 
ney in about 27 hours, and were 
planing to land in France 
tonight. 


In 1967, two Air Force heli- 
copters completed a non-.stop 
trans-Atlantic fliglic on the eve of 
the annual Paris air show, refuel- 
ing in mid-air along the way, 
according to Bill Tuttle,

Israel agrees to temporary 
freeze on building houses 


JERUSALEM (.\P) - In what 
would be a big break in stalled 
peace talks, Israeli media report- 
ed Saturday that Israel has 
agreed to temporarily halt con- 
struction of Jewish settlements. 

Israel TV and radio cited 
unidentified Israeli and 
Palestinian officials, but Shai

Minister Benjamin Netanyahu, 
denied tlie reports. 

Isracl’.s agreement, the reports 
said, paved the way for a high- 
level’ meeting between Israeli 
and Palestinian officials on 
Sunday in Cairo, 

The Palestinians broke off 
talks with Lsracl in mid-March, 
after Israel broke ground for a 
Jewish neighborhood in a sector 
of Jerusalem that Palestinians 


claim for a future capital. The 
Palestinians said they would only 
resume peace talks if Israel halt- 
ed construction in east Jerusalem 
and in Jewish settlements in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Emanuel Rosen, the political 
reporter of Israel TV’s Channel 2, 
said Saturday that senior Israeli 
and Palestinian officials told liim 
Netanyahu "is willing to have a 
temporary pause in the building 
ofsoidements," 

Rosen said some of the sources 
said Netanyahu's promise to halt 
construction also included the 
Jewish neighborhood, known in 
Hebrew as Har Koma and in 
Arabic as Jabal Abu Ghncim. 

Israel radio also reported that 
Netanyahu ha.s agreed to a tem- 
porary building freeze.

Kabila vows cooperation with U.N. 



LUBUMBASm, Congo (AP) — 
Pressured by the United States, 
President Laurent Kabila 
promised Samrday that UJI. offi- 
cials could freely investigate alle- 
gations his forces massacred 
refugees in eastern Congo. 

For months. Kabila and his 
aides have denied atrocities 
against the refugees. Latdy, fo^ 
with the realization that the issue 
could cost his new government 
foreign aid, Kabila has moved 
closer to accepting some blame, 
saying some refugees may have 
been caught in dvil war cross fire. 

Kabila, commenting after a 
meeting with Washington's 
ambassador to the United 
Nations, BUI Richardson, said he 
doubted U.N. investigators would 
find anything. "There arc no moss 
kUUngs in our country," he said. 

Richardson and Kabila, who 
took power last month after oust- 
ing Mobutu Sesc Seko's 31-ycar 
dictatorship, described thdr meet- 
ing as successful and destined to 
improve relations. Jhe United 
States is linking finandal aid for 
Congo to human rights issues and 
moves toward democracy. 

The United Nations hos 
accused Kabila’s government of 


(UOPS) in KInthsia Friday. 

blocking its investigations into 
the alleged massacres, but Kabila 
said Saturday that a U.N. team 
can begin work in eastern Congo 
on July 7. 

"We guaranteed ... our com- 
plete willingness to work with the 


agencies of the United Nations, 
as we have always done," Kabila 
said. "We also took the opportu- 
nity to reaffirm our complete 
engagement in the protection of 
refugees who find themselves on 
our territory."

Mall job fair draws plenty 
of applicants, few openings

TWIN FALLS - Applicants abound- 
ed at a job fair at Magic Valley Mall 
Saturday. Businesses actively seeking 
' applicants were harder to find. 

Only J.C. Penney, Sears and Vista 
Optical put up booths to attract 
prospective employees. However, 
advertising for the event drew walk-in 
applications to most businesses. 

The fair did add applicants to the 
pool at Vista Optical, said manager 
Tom McDonough said. 

“It’s kind of too bad,” McDonough 
said. “If you walk in to a job fair, and 
there’s only nvo tables, that’s not real 
encouraging." 

But many stores at the mall are lay- 
ing off workers or reducing hours, said 
Sue Strobel, owner of Paws, Claws and 
Fins pet store and Southern Lights, a 
candle and decoration store. 

Sales have been doivn, Strobel said, 
because of competition from new busi- 
nesses such as Fred Meyer, and a cau- 
tiousness among consumers. 

Strobel said her nvo small businesses 
have no lack of applicants. 

“I think there’s a lot of fru.strated- 
job-seekers out there,’’ McDonough 
said. “I think it’s things like NAFTA, 
with jobs going to Canada. I think it’s 
affected our business too. It’s a food- 
chain effect." 

Many mall businesses have small 
staffs and low turnover. 

Braun’s Fashions has a staff of five, 
two full-time employees and three 
part-timers, said assistant manager 
Cristy Shirley. 

“Everybody here has been here a 
year or two,” Shirley said. “1 don't 
think we’d hire many more than that. 
Not unless business increased, went 
like sky-high." 

The fair worked great for J.C. 
Penney, one of the mall’s largest retail- 
ers. In four hours, 75 applications were 


turned in. said Catalog Supcrvi.sor 
Jodie Johnson. 

“I had to keep making applications. 
They kept running out," she said. 

J.C. Penney has three or four open- 
ings. Johnson said. 

Jensen Jewelers manager Scott 
Noble didn't set up a table because of 
the time it required. 

“It's hard to set up a booth and staff 
it properly on tlie weekend. Saturday 
is our busiest day. I’m not going to lose 
sales to get applications I'm not going 
to use anyway, because I’m not hiring 
li^i now,” Noble said. 

Jensen Jewelers generally hires by 
placing advertisements and from Job 
Service, Noble said. It hardly ever 
hires high-school age people, but the 
company trains and'promoics from 
within, he said: 

McDonough says he looks for 
employees who want a career in 
optometry. 

“The people out there I've talked to 
think optometry is above their head,” 
McDonough said. “It's all a matter of 
training. People come around putting 
in applications, and they walk by us. I 

think-are-llte-casy joIk to get.” 

Career isn’t exaaly the top priority 
for Ashlce Hcndngcr, 17, filling out a 
ShopKo application.

Officials disagree on details of nuclear waste agreement

TWIN FALLS — Less than two years 
after the state and federal government 
signed a historic nuclear >va.‘>tc agrcemcne, 
officials disagree over tlic amount of plu- 
lonium-cantaminaicd waste it covers.

Rock piles point to history 
on California, Oregon trails

, MALTA - What miglit be just n pile of 
rocks to some people could be a histori- 
cal due to others. 

Students of the Oregon and California 
trail know that settlers traveling west 
during the mid to late 19lh century 
often piled stones on the graves of those 
they buried along the trcacheroas jour- 
ney. 

A pile of rocks in itself is not always 
reason to dcdorc a historic find, thou^. 
Grave markings, oral history, pioneer 
diaries and archeologists help corrobo- 
rate suspicions. 

“For tlic untrained eye, in some areas 
that pile of rocks is just a. pile of rocks. 
Tliey don’t know it is a grave site," said 
Afton Patrick, president of the Idaho- 
Montana Chapter of the Oregon- 
C^ifomia Trails Assodarion. 

A chapter work party that met 
Saturday in the Raft River Valley weed- 
ed and fixed up a fenced grave discov- 
ered (Jirec years ago. It is at a point in 
the Oregon-California trail called 
“Parting-of-the-Ways," where pioneers 
diose cither Oregon or California. 


Pioneer diaries note that the people 
buried there arc entombed in a wagon 
box, Patrick stiid. 

Idaho and Montana trails association 
members hold a few activities such ns 
Saturday’s work party each summer, she 
said. This year the group will host the 
association's notional convention Aug. 
13-17 in Pocatello. It is the second time 
the chapter has hosted the event since 
the association’s establishment in 
Independence, Mo., in 1982. 

Otiicr projects the group attended to 
Saturday include (rail mapping. The 
chapter has been working jointly with 
the Bureau of Land Management to 
achieve more accurate mapping. 
A.ssociation members use a global posi- 
tioning system to record trail coordi- 
nates. The computerized system calcu- 
lates latitude, longitude and elevation. ' 

BLM archeologist John Lytle said 
global positioning is the next best thing 
to a technical survey. Greater accuracy 
benefits history and aids federal land 
management. 

“These trails have been sketched in, 
but none have actually been surveyed 
in,” Lytle said.

Conservation 
groups sue BLM 
over river basin 

PORTLAND (AP) — Four con- 
servation groups arc suing the 
Bureau of Land Management to 
secure what they see as adequate 
protection of flic John Day River 
from mining, grazing and water 
diversions. 

The complaint alleges ntimcrous 
violatioas of die federal Wild and 
Scenic Rivers Act and other envi- 
ronmental laws that threaten the 
survival of critical fish runs. 

The BLM owns a substantial 
portion of (he riverside lands in 
the eastern Oregon drainage that 
remains a stronghold of the 
Columbia River Basin's wild chi- 
nook salmon runs. 

“Wild salmon struggle througl) a 
river chat is often hot and stag- 
nant. due in pan to how the BLM 
manages river water and public 
lands,” said Pete Frost of the 
National Wildlife Federation. 

Jim Hancock, a distrin manager 
for the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment. said his agency has yet to 
issue a plan detailing how the 
John Day tvill be managed under 
the 1988 law protecting three seg- 
ments of the riixa-.

RUPERT - Only 18.4 percent 
of eighth-grade students at East 
Mmeo Junior High earned '‘pro- 
ficient’’ rankings on the 1997 
writing assc-ssment test. 

The scores left administrators 
and teachers alike searching for 
explanations and preparing to 
battle their way to higher levels 
pn next year’s tests,

Penny Thompson, also a lan- 
guage arts teacher at East 
Minico, said the junior high’s 
teachers don't often test llicir stu- 
dents on the some aspects as tlic 
assessment tests. 

‘Tm not saying they are testing 
them incorrectly, but that is the 
only way to judge a student's 
comprehension level,” ’Thompson 
said. 

Thompson added that many 
students rushed through the test. 

"Students would go through 
the test and mark anything just 
to be done," she said. 

Cooper said many of her stu- 
dents had a hard time with the 
English language; many arc not 
native speakers. 

“Most Hispanic students arc 
legitimately trying but some- 
times they only have a year and 
half with us and it is hard to get 
them.up to the level they need 
to bo to take the tost," Cooper 
said. 

If she had to give one reason 
for East Minico’s low scores. 
Cooper said, it woidd be the liigh 
Hispanic population, but she 
stressed tlierc were other reasons 
as well. 

“The bc.st writer in my class, 
who has turned in fantastic work 
before, only scored a two on the 


test," Cooper said. "He just fell 
apart on the assessment." 

Principal Dave Droden said 
officials -would review their cur- 
riculum, and "sec what we cm do 
better." 

“We will have to make some 
adjustments and move on from 
iicre," Barden said. 

Many variables arc involved, 
according to Wayne Bagwell, 
director of special services. He 
said schools “may or may not have 
considered the Hispanic popula- 
tion when they tested students." 
He said East Minico’s score ^ouid 
be judged in its entirety, and cer- 
tain segments of the student popu- 
lation should not be blamed for 
evco onc's low score. 

Superimendem Nick Hallcti 
said the school district was not 
concentrating on the low score 
but considering how to improve 
in the future. 

Tlic district plans to update the 
language arcs curriculum next 
year. Heybum Elcmcntaiy School 
already uses the new program 
and was the only school in the 
county to score above the state 
average on the writing tests.

Defining the numbers 

In a way, the issue comes down to a 65,000- 
cubic-meter question: Where \/ould the 
waste come from, and would it leave any 
waste behind at the INEEL? State officials 
don’t even agree. 

The October 1995 waste agreement called 
for removing “all" the plutonium-contami- 
nated waste at the INEEL, estimated at 
35,000 cubic meters. The agreement did not 
differentiate between the waste slured 
above ground and the buried waste. 

But the federal government makes a clear 
distinction between the waste buried before 
1970 buried waste and waste that came to 
Idaho after 1970 and was kept above ground. 

Official estimates list 65,000 cubic meters 
stored above ground and 57,000 cubic meters 
buried in pits and trenches at INEEL. 

Buried plutonium-contatninatcd waste 
wasn’t part of the deal, Gov. Phil Batt said in 
December 1995. The buried waste already 
was covered by an agreement between the 
federal Energy Department and the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency and the state of 
Idaho signed in December 1991. 

But that's wrong, says the head of the 
state's INEEL Oversight Program Kathleen 
Trover, who helped negotiate the governor’s 
agreement. 

The agreement covers all waste that met 
the classification criteria — whether buried 
or stored above ground — as of October 1995, 


Trover said. She says the 65,000 cubic meters 
refers to 35,000 cubic meters of waste stored 
above ground and 30,000 cubic meters of 
buried waste. 

The Energy Department’s interpretation of 
the governor’s agreement refers only to the 
65,000 cubic meters of waste stored above 
ground, said Brad Bugger, department 
spokesman at INEEL. The agreement doesn't 
cover any buried waste. 

No final decision has been made about the 
disposition of the buried wa.sto. It might not 
be dug up. That decision depends in part on 
the results of a delayed Pic 9 cleanup project 
and would be subject to public hearings. 

Legal limbo 

At issue is the classification chat defines 
pluconium<oniaminatcd waste. To be consid- 
ered such, the waste must emit a certain min- 
imum level of radioactivity. Waste that 
doesn’t meet the minimum is legally consid- 
ered low-level waste even thougli it contains 
a small concentration of plutonium. It can be 
buried in a low-level radioactive waste land- 
fill. 

The trouble is that .some years ago the clas- 
sification was changed, raising the minimum 
level. Tliat lefi a portion of the waste stored 
above ground in limbo, because it can no 
longer be classified as plutonium-concami- 
nated waste. 

This waste in limbo, according to Energy 
Department estimates, totals 25,000 cubic 


meters to 37,000 cubic meters. 

Despite the governor’s agreement, the feder- 
al government is not obligated (o move all 

65.000 cubic meters out of the state. It ivould be 
required to move only die portion that meets 
the classification — 28,000 to 40,000 cubic 
meters. 

So what would happen to the remaining 

25.000 to 37,000 cubic meters of waste? 

INEEL officials say all the stored waste 

would be frc'aicd and blended so it all meets 
disposal criteria for the Waste Isolation Pilot 
Plant in New Mexico — designed to dispose 
of plutonium-contaminated waste. 

Trever says the state would not require tlie 
Energy Department to separate the lower 
concentration waste. She cxpcct.s the INEEL 
to treat all the waste together so it can be 
sent to the New Mexico facility, scheduled to 
open in spring or summer of 1998. 

The governor’s agreement requires ship- 
ments to begin by April 1999. 

Rickards, hotvever, says the Energy 
Department is cbnsidcring building a 200- 
acre dump site for low-level plutonium-conta- 
minated waste at the INEEL. 

The department acknmvledgcs the plan for 
(he dump is on the books, but officials say the 
decision whether to pursue that plan will 
come in an environmental impact study still 
to be completed.

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Idaho GOP fails to muster quomm 

Former govemer contender cautions against party’s success becoming its downfall 


BOISE (AP) — The Idaho 
Republican Party State Central 
Committee failed to muster the 
needed quorum to conduct busi- 
ness on Saturday. 

Members or member proxies 
from only 19 of the 23 counties 
required to officially convene the 
meeting were counted, and the 
proxies from two were ruled 
invalid, leaving Just 17 counties 
represented. 

It probably did not mean that 
much. The major business was 
selection of the site for next 
year’s statu convention — Coeur 
d'Alene or Pocatello. Tltose pre- 
sent ma.s.sagcd the rules and went 
ahead, deciding to have their 
choice of Cocur d’Alene ratified 
at the fall meeting. 

It did leave some party leaders 
que.stioning whether the rules 
and proccdure.s they arc operat- 
ing under really work in a state 
so big and difficult to traverse. 
And Chairman Ron McMiirray is 
appointing a rules committee to 
review that. 

But possibly more important, it 
had some wondering if Idaho 
Republicans arc becoming the 
victims of their own success. 

“We’re in both the best and 
worst positions we can be,’’ Boise 
businessman and unsuccessful 
199-1 gubernatorial contender 
Larry Eastland said. 

In the course of just two elec- 
tions — 1994 and 1996 — the 
GOP has all but made Idaho its 
personal fief. 

Tlic party controls all four con- 
gressional delegation scats as 


well as every .statewide office but 
controller. The Lc^slature is the 
most Republican in the nation at 
85 percent. 

Idaho Democrats, who won 
their biggest electoral victory in 
a generation in 1990, find them- 


selves in their weakest state 
since before the Great 
Depression. Even though the 
1996 campaign marked the first 
time they raised more cash for 
party operations than the GOP, 
Democrats managed to lose .some 
of (he little ground they retained 
after a devastating 1994 election. 

"We can’t become compla- 
cent,’’ McMurray admitted. 

But Eastland maintained the 
parry* has to do something mare 
than it is now to rcinvigoratc 
Republicans, particularly those 
who ciny' the load in campaigns 
at the precinct level. 

He argued that traditional 
party contributors arc cutting 
back on donations bccau.se “they 
think we’ve got it all already." 
"This is an important election 
we’re heading into. Wc have to 


make sure we rc-olcct our gover- 
nor and the other offices.” 

The question remains, howev- 
er, wiiclher even a lackadaisical 
Republican attitude can signifi- 
cantly affect the outcome in 
1998. 


By any stretch, Democrats 
need all the help they can get. 

The 1998 primary is Jess titan a 
year away — and the general, 
election just' 16 months off. 
Republicans have been maneu- 
vering for some time for the riglit 
to succeed their retiring state 
Treasurer Lydia Ju-sticc Edwards 
and the potentially retiring COP 
Secretary of State Pete 
Cenarrusa. Several primary chal- 
lengers have also surfaced for 
controversial state Schools 
Superintendent Anne Fox, and 
one is even thinking about kick- 
ing his neck out against outspo- 
ken conservative U.S. Rep. Helen 
Clicnowcth. who will be nmning 
for her third and final term 
under her self-imposed three- 
term limit. 

But there has been barely a 


peep from Democrats. New party 
Chaiiman A.K. Licnliart-Minnick 
has promised to contest the GOP 
for all major offices in 1998. But 
so far the only Democrat who has 
made any noise has been 
Controller J.D. Williams. At a 
party gathering in Idaho Falls 
last month, he mentioned barely 
{in passing that he intended to 
nm for re-election. 

Some longtime supporters 
seem dispirited, and the party, 
suffering from the rift between 
the libcf^ and moderate wings, 
still appears without a message 
— a program — Idaho’s generally 
moderatc-to<on$crvativc voters 
arc ready to buy. 

It has kept alive the simmering 
discussion of where Democrats 
are, or should be, heading — 
away from the so-callcd lunch- 
bucket philosophy that served 
former Gov. Cecil Andrus and 
others so well for less conscn*a- 
(ivc positions or for issues 
appealing to Idaho’s rapidly 
growing urban population. 

Williams.rcccmly speculated 
that the party has to focus on 
education and limiting property 
taxes for homeowners if it ^vams 
to mn back scats. 

"The Republicans have had 
those issues for years and failed 
to address them,” he said. 

But with few seasoned candi- 
dates in the wings, Democrats 
seem all but relegated to capital- 
izing on Republican mistake.s — 
os they did in the second half of 
the, 1980s when they made their 
lost run for potver.

Republican Sen. Larry Craig’s 
assertion Ia.st week that he could 
have the votes needed to over- 
ride a presidential veto of locat- 
ing a temporary high-level 
nuclear waste dump in Nevada is 
sparking a backlash. 

One of the senators Craig said 
was likely to become his ally on 
the bill has flatly denied drop- 
ping his opposition to the Idaho- 
backed legislation. 

And Nevada Sen. Richard 
Biyan intensified his campaign to 
assure that his state does not 
become the temporary dump for 
tens of thousands of loads of com- 
mercial nuclear waste as well as 
the only site under consideration 
for the nation’s permanent waste 
dump. 

It all has Craig’s staff 
backpedaling. 

"Wc didn’t mean to overstate 
Senator Craig’s confidence he 
has,” spokesman Mark Fransen 
said. 

The bill, which cleared the 
Senate last year only to stall in 
the House under the Clinton veto 


threat, was

veto the 

White has 
promised

Craig had indicated that two 
senators would switch their posi- 
tions and vote to override any 
veto, refusing to identify one but 
pointing to Illinois Democrat 
Richard Durbin os the other. 

"That is not correct,” Durbin 
spokeswoman Melissa NIciz testi- 
ly declared. 

Ms. Merz, however, indicated 
Durbin could diange his mind if 
the bill is revised to address some 
of his concerns. 

But Durbin’s vote docs not 
appear to be as critical as Craig 
might have believed if Bryan’s 
vote-counting is accurate. 

Of the 12 Democrats who wted 
for Craig’s bill, a spokeswoman 
for Bryan said two have said they 
will switch to the other side to 
sustain a veto. 

And West Virginia Democrat 
Jay Rockefeller, who was absent 
the day of the vote, tvUl also vote 
against Craig, spokeswoman 
Karen Kirchgasser said. •

federal appellate court has 
upheld regulatory changes aimed 
at making it easier to open the 
New Me.'dco dump that \rill even- 
tually store the plutonium conta- 
minated waste now in eastern 
Idaho. 

The U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia ruled 
that the criteria to be met at 
Waste Isolation Pilot Plant were 
proper and were not illegally 
changed during meetings 


between officials from the De- 
partment of Energy and die Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency. 

The billion-doUar underground 
dump near Carlsbad will contain 
the plutonium-contaminated 
waste generated by the nation's 
nuclear bomb manufaciuring 
plants, including most of that 
waste now stored at the Idaho 
National Engineering and 
Environmental Laboratory. It is 
scheduled to open next May 
pending regulatory approval.

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Illegal aliens come to Idaho to work 

Mexicans continue the northward flow toward jobs despite crackdown

IDAHO FALLS <AP) — Wi,en 
Manucia remembers her last day 
of work at Taylor Produce, tears 
come to her eyes. She is tliii^ng 
back to the morning of May 12 
when, at 9 a.m., agents from the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service began their raid at the 
potato packing warehouse on the 
outskirts of Rigby. 

Many of the illegal workers ' 
made a run for it, Manuela, S3, 
and a mother of five, was sick, so 
site stayed put. With 33 other 
undocumented workers, she was 
arrested. Agents frisked her, and 
bound her to another arrested 
worker with a plastic handcuff. 

' “1 was really scared,” site said 
through an interpreter. 

So began Manucla’s journey 
from the farmlands of eastern 
Idaho to the Mexican border 
lotvn of Juarez and back to east* 
ern Idaho. It is a round trip 
repealed by a growing number of 
Mexicans like the woman we call 
Manucia to protect her idendey. 

Despite a highly publicized 
campaign to crack down on 
undocumented workers, many 
migrants, some seeking new jobs, 
others returning to old jobs or 
family in the United States, con- 
tinue flowing north across the 
border. 

As a result, the immigration 
service shuttles workers across 
the border and waits for many of 
them to return. And spends mil- 
lions of dollars each year doing it. 

The difficulties endured by 
people caught up in the immigra- 
tion policy gets lost in all that. 
Return border crossings can 
prove dangerous, especially for 
people relying on “coyotes,” 
smugglers specializing in getting 
their human-contraband across 
the border for fees of S750 per 
person or more. 

I Some, like Manuela, are sepa- 
dited from mucli of their family 
tjhen they are deported. 

; Unlike most returnees, 
Manuela isn’t staying. The expe- 
ncncc of being lined up against a 
wall, frisked and handcuffed has 
left her so angry and humiliated

country. 

• "I didn't come to harm any- 
body or to rob anybody, just to

"Nunca (never)," she says 
fiercely, referring to how she 
never wants it to happen again 
and her promise not to stay in the 
United States.

Like most illegal workers, jobs 
first drew Manuela from Mexico 
to the United States five years 
ago. She lost her job at a Me.xican 
television assembly factory 
because she was too old, unable 
to keep pace with the younger 
workers, she said. 

Unlike many, she entered the 
United States at a border cross- 
ing, using her passport. After 
crossing the border, she mailed it 
hack to Mexico, so it wouldn’t be 
taken if she was arrested. 

Manuela came alone, drawn to 
eastern Idaho by a relative 
already living in the area. She 
immediately found work at the 
Taylor packing plant, using 


forged dociuncnts. 

By the time she was arrested in 
February, she had begun to set 
down roots. Her husband and 
three of her children had moved 
into the area, along with several 
grandchildren. 

One son was engaged to be 
married. Most of the family 
worked at other packing plants in 


Vegas. From there, she wus 
loaded onto un uirphme for FI 
Paso, Texas, ju.st north of Mexico 
and Juarez. 

KoughlySG hours after the 
raid, the handcuffs were 
removed and Manuela walked 
across the bridge spanning the 
Rio Grande, and into Juarez. She

"I wus lucky." she said. "I iiad 
somewhere to go in Juarez, but 
the other people didn’t."

;POCATELLO (AP) — In 
response to a frequently asked 
question, Mark Cates tells peo- 
ple, no, the tunnels at Idaho State 
University don’t extend to the

tunnels that once ran through 
Pocatello. 

■ He tells curious people that the 
only tunnels he knows of tltat arc 
still being used in Pocatello arc at 
ISU. 

lAbout 2.5 miles of ninncls are 
used to transport steam heat to 
v;irious buildings. The tunnels 
^ry from crawl space to 7 feet. 
Cotes must walk through the tun- 


nels frequently to inspect them. 

Stories of an extensive tunnel 
network in Pocatello long have 
been part of local legend. Some 
people tell of short tunnels dotvn- 
totvTt, but skeptics disagree. 

One farfcttjicd talc is that tun- 
nels tan from the Naval 
Ordnance Plant on Pole Line 
Road to the downtotvn area and 
up to ISU. Die tunnels were sup- 
posedly built during the Cold 
War to link key installations. 

Other stories tell of tunnels 
being built by Chinese merchants 
so they could travel back and 
forth between their businesses 
without being detected. 

For Tony Rojas Jr,, the tunnels 
aren't myth. 


The stale building inspector 
says he ran errands through a tun- 
nel in downtown Pocatello during 
the 1950s tvhen he ivas a boy. 

His father leased and operated 
the Chief and Orpheum theaters. 
Rojas earned his weekly 
allowance by working at both 
businesses. 

Because he was small enough 
to fit into a 3-foot-by-S-foot tunnel 
tvithout having to stoop, he was 
often asked to quickly run 
errands between the buildings, 
which were about three blocks 
apart, via the tunnel. 

“It was my job to take supplies 
or bank deposits or whatever 
from one place to the other,” 
Rojos says.

Utahans fight fire with computers 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
After battling the worst fire sea- 
.son in memory, Utah offidal-s arc 
hoping cool weather and rainy 
days will give them a much-need- 
ed reprieve this year. 

By all expectations, this sum- 
mer is shaping up to be a normal 
fire year. But with limited 
resources and last year's scorcher 
still fresh on their minds, fire 
bosses knbw firefighting this year 
will take some creativity. 

The plan is to literally figlit fire 
with fire, as well as with a new 
computer s>'siem e.xpccted to cut 
response times from hours to 
minutes. 

“There’.s some definite 
changes," said Sheldon Wimmer, 
state fire management officer for 
the Bureau of L^nd Management. 
"In Uic vernacular of the yuppies 
today, I guess you can call it a 
quantum leap toward a classic 
paradigm shift." 

The changes are aimed at 
doing more with less, fire bosses 
say. Last season, it cost $32 mil- 
lion to fight wildfires that black- 
ened 460,000 acres in Utah. In n 
normal year, it would cost about 
$5.9 milDon to figlu fires on up to 
260,000 acrc.s. 

By fighting smarter instead 
of harder this year, fire offi- 
cials say, they not only will he

able to save money but land 
and property. 

To that end, all five of Utah's 
interagency fire centers in Salt 
Lake City, Vernal, Moab, 
Richfield and Cedar City will be 
able to figure the exact location 


of a fire, the terrain, type of vege- 
tation, closest water source or 
who owns the land — with a few 
computer key strokes. 

Using the Global Positioning 
System, firefighters also will be 
able to map a fire from the 
ground instead of relying on cost- 
ly aerial surveillance. And com- 
puter modems and printers can 
allow crews to access all of that 
information immediately. 

The nexv computer system is 
being installed in ail of the state’s 
dispatch centers this year for 
about $20,000. Wimmer said. 

The system uses personal com- 
putens, 25 hand-held electronic 
units that rely on satellites to cal- 
culate the latitude and longitude 
of a location, and dijgitucd maps 
of the state. Tltc equipment is not 
new, but Utah is among the first 
states to inconwratc it into one 
system to fight fires. 

It’s a tool that is expected to 
save both time and money. For 
instance, engine crews equipped 
with hand-held units, which look 
.somctiiing like a calculator, can 
figure the exact location of a fire 
instead of calling a di$p.itch cen- 
ter for direcdoiis. 

"You know what they did 
before? Tliey drove around all 
night wondering where the fire 
was," Wimmer said.

IDAHO FALLS (AP)-The 
former supervisor for a 33-ycar- 
old reactor at the Idaho National 
Engineering and Environmental 
Laboratory is warning that the 
government risks an explosion or 
fire if it follows the plan it cur- 
rently favors for shutting the 
facility down. 

Harry Lawroski told federal 
officials that he objects to closing 
the reaaor to begin with. But he 
said that if it is shut down, the 
government bettor be prepared 
to pay the bill for complete 
decontamination and decommis- 
sion. 

Its current plan, Lawroski said, 
means “someone else is going to 
have to clean up the mc.ss later 
on.” 

The Experimental Breeder 
Rcactor-li began operating in 
1964, but the government cut off 
money for further operations in 
1994. The reactor, primarily an 
experimental irradiation site, 
used liquid metal sodium as its 
coolant. 

Under its proposed shutdown 
plan, the Energy Department 
would drain the sodium coolant 
from the reactor, remove 
residues with a chemical clean- 
ing process and then fill the pri- 
mary tank with an inert gas 
before sealing it and all associar- 


ed systems. The cooling tower 
would be demolished. Surveil- 
lance and maintenance would be 
reduced. 

But Lawroski contended that 
the inert gas could produce 
hydrogen in the system and 
cause a fire or explosion. He 
maintained that if the plan is fol- 
lowed, the government would be 
legally required to conduct a full 
scale analysis of its potential 
environmental impacts before 
proceeding. 

John Commander of the 
American Nuclear Society 
agreed with Lawroski that the 
existing government assessment 
of the shutdown project is inade- 
quate because it fails to detail 
what would occur to the fuel on 
the site. 

Others at a recent hearing on 
the project also joined Lawroski 
in questioning the decision to 
shut down the reactor complete- 
ly. “It bothers me that we would 
consider doing anything with tliis 
that would render it useless in 
the future,” Charlie White of 
Idaho Falls said. “If it's not too 
late, let's see if we can turn it 
around." 

Tlie facility is now only partial- 
ly shut down and could be reacti- 
vated if the government decided 
to.

NEW YORK (AP) - In the dos- 
ing strides of the Belmont Stakes, 
Silver turned to Gold, and once 
. again radng was left without a 
Triple Crown winner. 

Silver Charm was straining 
toward victory Saturday when 
Touch Gold flashed by him on the 
opisidc and beat the Kentucky 
■ Derby and Preakness tvinner by 
three-quarters df a length. 

So instead of a 12th Triple 
' Crown champion and first since 
Affirmed in 1978, thoroughbred 
racing had to settle for its 13ih 
near-miss in its most prominent 
series. 

“You get the highest highs in 
tiiis sport and the lowest lows," 
, .said Boise native Gary Stevens, 
Silver Charm’s jockey. “You 
keep on an even keel, but it’s 
kind of hard riglu now.” 

Touch Gold, who had finished 
fourth in the Preakness after a 
stumbling start, carried Chri.s 
McCarron past Silver Charm and 
Free Hou.se in the final 70 yards 
and dimmed the roar of a large 
Belmont Park crowd. 

“It looked like we tvere a ivin- 
ner at the 16th pole," Stevens 
said. “Then the other horse 
rushed up and was a winner. You 
never take anything for granted 
in the Triple Crown." 

Tlie defeat cost Silver Charm a 
S5 million bonus offered by Visa, 
the sponsor of tlic three race.s. 

“It’s kind of sad not to have a 
triple crown when the Lewises 
(Bob and Beverly, Silver Charm’s 
owners) are such great sports," 
said Frank Scronach, who owns 
75 percent of Touch Gold. 
“Nonetheless, competition Is 
what horse racing is really all 
about.” 

Silver Chann finished a length 
in front of archrival Free House, 
who was 14 lengths ahead of 
Crypto Scar. Completing the 
order of finish were Irish Silence; 
Wild Kush, Touch Gold's 
Sironach-owncd stablcmatc; and 
Mr. Encr^zer. 

Bob Baffcrt, Silver Charm's 
trainer, and the Lewises took the 
defeat in winning style. 

“it’s a tough heat hut these

Baffcrt said.

“It’s been a 
thrill all the way through. We 
didn’t quite make it.

French Open at a glance 


PARIS (AP) - A teen-ager won 
the French Open women’s title 
all right, hut it wasn't 16-ycnr-old 
Martina Hingis. 

In a tournament wiierc upsets 
were the norm, it figured that 19- 
year-old Iva Majoli would puU off 
the biggest one of all. 

Majoli cook Hingis apart in 
stmigltc sots Saturday (u become 
the lowest seeded Grand Slam 
women'.s cliampion of tiie Open 
era and the first Croatian — male 
or female — to win a Slam. The 
ninth seed, she swept Hingis 64, 
6-2. snapping the Swiss star’s 
1997 unbeaten streak at 40 
mulches and preventing her from 
winning a second consecutive 
Grand Slam title. 

"I played the match of my 
life," said Majoli, who had never 
before advanced beyond n 
Grand Slam quarterfinal. “I was 
feeling I was in control the 
whole time." 

Majoli's upset was the latest 
ctvist in this must unprediciabic 
of French Opens. On Sunday, the 
men's final will pit No. 66 
Gustavo Kuerten of razil — the 
lowest ranked men’s finalist in 
French Open history — against 
No. 16 Sergi Bruguera. 

Hingis, the world’s No. 1- 
ranked player, came into the 
match as the overwhelming 
favorite, poised to follow up her 
Australian Open victory in 
January and move halfw.ay to a 
sweep of all four Grand Slams. 
Few even gave Majoli a chance. 

But Hingis wasn’t as sharp as 
usual, and Majoli dictated the 
points with powerful ground 
strokes off both wings that kepi 
her opponent on the defensive' 
tlu-ou^iout. 

Majoli never buckled, never 
wavered throughout the 1 hour 
and 19-minute match — not even 
when Hingis took a long bath- 
room break in the second set to 
try to break the momentum. 

“1 just felt there was more 
pressure on Martina than on me 
today because she’s No. 1," 
Majoli said. “She was the one 


who had to win today." ' 

Hingis, who had arthroscopic 
surgery on her knee six weeks 
ago after falling off u horse, said 
her goal had been to reach the 
semifinals. 

“No one can really appreciate 
tvhat hard work it was to get here 
after surgery,’’ .she said. “It’s jii.st 
been a wonder that I could com- 
pete at this tournament ... It’s 
frustrating to lose here in the 
final, but my career doesn’t end 
right now." 

Hinjys said she wasn’t 100 per- 
cent but gave full credit to 
Majoli, one of her best friends on 
the circuit. 

“It was a long tournament and 


I'm kind of at the end of my 
power,” she said. “I got a little 
tired at the end. Bui she played 
an unbclicv'able match, li wasn’t 
just because I was injured." 

I'he nccory was a long awaited 
breakchrough for Majoli, who 
made her French Open debut in 
1993 at the age of 15. Since then, 
she has had some good results 
but never reached the level of 
players like Steffi Graf, Monica 
Seles and Arantxa Sanchez 
Vicario. 

“This has always been tlic tour- 
nament for me,” Majoli said, "the 
one 1 would always love to win 
the most.” 

Majoli received the Suzanne 


Lenglen irophy from Chris Even, 
a seven-time winner and one of 
several former champions at 
Roland Garros for the 100th 
anniversary of the women’s tour- 
nament. 

Majoli was always the aggres- 
sor. ttliile Hints' serve, especial- 
ly her powder-puff second deliv- 
ery, was a glaring weakness, 
Majoli was never even taken to 
deuce on her own serve. 

The only sendee break of the 
first set came in the scvcntii 
game. Majoli converted her sec- 
ond break point witii a deep fore- 
hand approach shot into die cor- 
ner which Hingis could barely get 
her raqkct on.

Women still 
face obstacles 
in v^orkplace

DEhTVER — Women .still face tlhsrn- 
cles to achieving full panicipation itftlj^ 
workplace and society, a Colorado panel 
of e.xpenssaid. 

“Inequality in the workplace per- 
sists,” said Democratic state Rep. Gloria 
Leyha of Denver, who noted women suf- 
fer from a stigma that some «>f the work 
they do is not ns valuable as work by 

Leyba and other prominent women 
spoke Thursday at the Wfirking 
Women'.s Summit at a public television 
station’s studio. 

The event, broadcast to sLx states via 
satellite, was pan of a national program 
sponsored by the Department of Labor’s 
Women’s Bureau to educate women 
about the harriers they face at home 
and work. 

Some 1,400 women in one of the labor 
department’s western region — includ- 
ing Colorado, Montana, the Dakotas, 
Utah and Wyoming — li.steiied in on the 
satellite conference. 

Issues touched on by the panel includ- 
ed a lack of child care in the workplace, 
welfare reform, domestic violence, 
opportunities for women In rural 
regions, pay equity and violence in the 
workplace. 

Panelists said women face more fac- 
tors that seem to set them up for failure 
in the job market. They said there have 
been some improvements over the pa.st 
few decades, but some things have not 
changed much. 

Improvements include human right-s 
legislation, they said, including those 
dealing with sex-based discrimination. 

The bad news includes these facts: 

• Women still make lc.ss than men for 
similar jobs, earning about 70 cents for 
every SI earned by a man. That com- 
pares with GS cents in 1037 and 59 cents 
in the 1960.S. 

• Women hold G3 percent of mini- 
mum-wage job.s. 

• At retirement, women arc far more 
at risk at being unable to sttstain them- 
selves financially.

But if you do buy a book, 
choose carefully. 

More than half of the “non- 
tcchio” books are general intro- 
ductions and browser guides for 
people tvho are more comfortable 
with books chan with online help. 

If you’re a beginner, I’d go for 
the ones with most space devoted 
to how the Web works and how to 
use applications. Avoid ones with 
extensive lists of Web addrcsscs- 
they arc quickly outdated and 
the brief (if any) descriptions of 
sites often arc uninformative. 

Other books are aimed at peo- 
ple rvith special interests who are 
trying to find specific information 
on the Internet in connection 
tvith their tvork. There are guides 
for accountants, nurses, teachers, 
investors, writers, retirees, mar- 
keters and job hunters. 

Unfominately, in the rush to fill 
tlie shelves wliUe die Web is such , 
a hot topic, many of these have 
been padded witli blah recommen- 
dations and directions to some- 
times nonexistent sites. They’re 
often short on material that helps 
you develop real skills. You need 
to be able to search, not surf. 

Mastering the intricacies of 
search engines, comparing the 
relevancy of their results, evalu- 
ating the value of the information 
retrieved and organizing it into a 
manageable form are skills that 
can really help, no matter what 
topic you pursue. 

Surprisingly, few of these 
books enlist tiie assistance of the 
most experienced professional 
seekers, finders and organizers of 
information-librarians, or "infor- 
mation specialists,” as many pre- 
fer to be called these days. (All 
riglu, I come from that world and 
am prejudiced.) 

For instance, one current book ‘ 
on the subject, "Net Research: 
Finding Information Online,” by 
Daniel J. Barrett, is laced with 
consultations with computer sci- 
entists and systems managers. 

The book promises to teach 
effective sear^ techniques, but I 
found no systematic method that 
would consistently lead you to 
what you want. Instead, the 
author leans heavily on intuition 
as an effective search strategy. 
The idea is that the associative 
powers of your mind, 'and hunch- 


es a.s to where material miglit be, 
will likely be quicker than the 
search enginas. 

A welcome exception to the 
books' tendency to ignore librari- 
ans is “Secrets of the Super Net 
Searchers” by Reva Basch. She 
presents interviews tvith 35 inde- 
pendent research professionals, 


academic librarians and other 
expert searchers who describe 
the thought processes and skills 
that operate behind successful 
searching. 'ITiis book Is engaging 
and helpful, too.

Now let’s turn to zeroes, whi^ arc 
Roscnbcrgfs preferred way in invest 
in bonds riglic now. A zero is a prin- 
cipal-only bond; you receive zero 
interest over the life of the bond, 
but y-ou buy it at a huge discount to 
its face value — what the govern- 
ment will pay you when it matures. 

Tlicre are two big advantages to 
zeroes. First, you can buy them 
without putting upa lol of c^. For 
example, a zero that matures 10 
years from now was trading last 
week at 50, or 50 percent of face 
value. For a bond that costs 5500, 
the U£. Treasury guarantees to pay 
you 51,000 in the year 2007. A zero 
maturing in the year 2024 was trad- 
ing at just IS (or 5150 for a bond 
that will evcnmally pay 51.000). 

1'hc second advantage is that 
zci oes lock in current interest rates. 

Ihcre's one signiGcant disadvan- 
tage to zeroes: “accreted” interest is 
taxable each year. In other words, 
you have to pay luxes on intcre.st 
even thoiigii you don’t rcccire it on 
a current ba.sis For that reason, it’s 
often wise to hold zeroes in a tax- 
deferred account, such as a 401(k) 
or on individual retirement atxount, 
or to buy zeroes for children, who 
migltt be in lower tax brackets. 

Now let's turn to Rosenberg's 


point about reltilivc risk. Over tlic 
past year and a lialf, interest rates on 
long-term Treasury- bonds have Ixicn 
bqundng merrily within a fairly nar- 
row band — between 6.4 percent 
and 72 percent Today, the rate on 
the 30-ycar T-bond is 6.9 percent 
(widi zeroes paying a .sli^it premi- 
um). Imaguui what wtxild liap]x;n if 
rates jun^^ to H percent, or higlicr? 

Almost certainly, the stock mar- 
ket w-ould plumraci — perhaps 20 
percent or more. Higti interest 
rates arc bad for stocks because 
they ctcract money away from 
them — tow-ard bonds and money- 
market instruments — and 
because they add to corporate 
expenses, wliicii low-crs profits and 
depresses shore prices. 

An 8 percent rate for bonds 
would be especially devastating 
right now* iK-caiLsc liardly anyone 
c.Ypccis it. A recent survey by 
Bloomlierg New'S of 31 eennomist.s 
foiuid that the highest prediction 
for the 30-ycar bund in the first 
quaher of 1998 was 7.S percent; 
the average was 6.9 percent. 

Now. imagine that rates fall one 
percentage point-down to G per- 
cent. What would the market do? 
Rise, of coture. But by how much? 
Considering chat stocks arc 
already trading at liisiorically higli 
muluples of earnings. I douln tliat 
lower rates would give the market 
a gigantic shot in the arm — 
maybe 20 percent at most. 

lliese arc only conjectures, but 
tliey'rc the son of predictions (liat 
sliorier-ierm investors — traders 
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who look for timely deals — have 
to make cominualJy. 

Now, let’s look at the effect on 
bonds of Irigher rates. Bloomberg 
and otlicr scrv-ices perform calcula- 
tions that show what happens to 
zeroes imdcr different scenarios. 

On Friday, I checked out the 
zero Uint matures Aug IS, 2020. Its 
price is just 19.6 percent of face 
value (or 5196 for a 51,000 bond). 
That means that the effective 
annual interest rate is 7.13 per- 
cent If rates rise one full percent- 
age point over the next year, 
Bloomberg calculates, then this 
zero will lose 14 penx-nt. Dial's not 
good, but it’s likely to be better 
than the stock market’s return. If 
rotes fall one full percentage point, 
then die return on the zero w-ill lx: 
30.8 percent-again, probably better 
than for stocks. 


If rates rise one-half percent, die 
return will lx- 3.8 percent; if they 
fall onc--half percent, the retuni w-ill 
be 18.6 ixrceni. ’niis hand of risk 
seems acceptable, and it’s much 
more plexsing dian the band of risk 
diat surrounds a lofty suxk market. 

'lliat why I like the idea of bonds 
as both safe investments and specu- 
Intioas. You cm hold a zero paying 
7.13 percent tlirougli the ups and 
downs and still make decent money 
in reid terms — unless, of course, 
inflation goes diroiigli the roof. 

You .should buy zenx-s tlirougli a 
broker you mist. They ;u-en'i sold 
directly by the Treasurv-. tiie way 
bonds are. Prices for zeroes are 
published (as “strips”) cverj- day 
in the Wall Street Journal, but 
unlc.ss you buy them in $1 million 
lots, you'll have to pay slightly 
more than the (piotes.

The New York Stock Exchange 
broke with 200 years of tradition 
and voted to scrap its use of frac- 
tions in quoting stock prices. The 
Uig Board is swapping them for a 
dollars-and<ents format likely to 
save investors money. 

With Tiuirsday’s vote, the 
NYSE become.s the first major 
U.S, c.Nchanpe to move toward 
using straight dollars and cents. 
Others arc expected to follow. 

Arthur Levitt Jr., chairman of 
the Securities and Exchange 
Ciimmi.ssion, praised the NYSE 
move as "a bold and welcome 
.step and n victory for 
investtirs." 

Broponenis have touted deci- 
mal pricing n.s a boon for 
investors, saying it will save them 
money on trading costs. Until 
now, the securities industry has 
resisted the change, saying it 
would be extremely expensive to 
modify computer systems. 

Bur the nation’s oldest and 
largest. stock exchange -said it 
planned to begin trading in deci- 
mals “a.s soon ns tiie essentia! sys- 
tems are in place in the securities 
indu.stry," predicting its own 
coinpuier trading systems will be 
ready in less than a year. But it 
said it believes tiie industry 
slumid he piepared to conven to 
decimals by January 2000. 

It "will be a key step toward a 
more global NYSE and prices 
more easily understood by indi- 
vidual investors,” NYSE 
Chairman and Chief Executive 
Kiciiard Grasso said after the 
vote. 

As an interim step, the Big 
Board said it would begin quoting 
slocks later this month in mini- 
mum increments of one-sixtcentli 
of a dollar, instead of the custom- 
ary one-eighih.s. In decimals, a 
sixteenth would be 6.25 cents and 
an eighih would be 12.5 cents.

Still to be determined: whether 
prices eventually will be quoted 
in movements of a penny. 

Conventional wisdom seems to 
hold that decimals are easier for 
people to understand than frac- 
tions. 'I'lie United States is the 
only major nation that doesn’t 
use the decimal system in its 
stock irading- 

As for the millions of 
Americans who invest in stocks 
— directly or through mutual 
funds and retirement plans — the 
change should .save them money. 

That’s because the fractional 
sy.stem puts more money in bro- 
kers’ pockets, through commis-

sions. If a broker can buy a stock 
for S99 and sell it for ?99 1/8, the 
broker gets to keep the 1/8 or 12 
1/2 cents, known as the spread. 
Under decimalization, the spread 
could shrink to as litde as 1 cent 
— in other words, a lower price 
for the stock. 

The Nasdaq Stock Market, the 
American Stock Exchange and 
some regional exchanges arc 
switching — or have announced 
that they intend to switch — to 
trading stocks in sixteenths. The 
trend was expected to draw busi- 
ness away from the Big Board if it 
also did not switch to the new sys- 
tem. 


KEW YORK (AP) — A worker 
bom in 1948 who earns S30,000 a 
year can expea to receive 51,083 
a month in Sodal Security retire- 
ment benefits at age 66. 

Had the worker's Social 
Security contributions been 
invested in stocks earning the 
historical rate of return, the 
retirement benefit would be 
56,812 a month, more than dou- 
ble what was earned while work- 
ing. 

'That example is from the Cato 
Institute’s Internet site, which 
offers a benefits calculator 
enabling individuals to generate 
data on their personal retirement 
benefit levels. 

Meanwhile, The Heritage 
Foundation is preparing a study 
with equally graphic depictions of 
the estates retirees might have 
amassed had they invested their 
money rather than merely saved 
with Sodal Security. 

A chon prepared for time study 
projects that a typical worker 
born in 1957 would have been 
able to look forward to a finandol 
nest egg of 5904,842. The estimate 
Js conservadve, based on a 7 per- 
cent annual return. 

The examples indicate the 
effort being made by conservative 
think tanks to show the possibili- 
ties for saving the Sodal Security 
system and of endowing individu- 
als with full pensions in their 
retirement years. 

'The efforts, of which these are 
but two examples, are aimed at 
convincing Americans that the 
rime is now for a partial or com- 
plete privatization of Social 
Security by investing tvorker con- 
tributions in conservative securi- 
ties. 

As Social Security now stands, 
worker contributions are immedi- 
ately paid out to bonefidaries. No 
money is saved; none is invested. 
And with total payouts rising, 
future retirees will receive less 
than they contributed. 

Strange, say advocates of priva-

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Source! The HeRiage^ounUatlon AP/A. K/eru 
tization, that a country exempli- 
fying the rewards of private-sec- 
tor investing lags in doing so. 
Chile adopted it years ago, and 
several Central and South 
American countries are following 
its lead. 

England has a two-ricr system, 
allowing contributors to choose 
between the old plan and a new, 
privatized plan of private-sector 
investments. Australia has partial- 
ly privatized; New Zealand votes 
on the issue this fall. 

The Cato web site — 
http://wvw.socialsecurity.org — 
allows the individual to personal- 
ize data, adjusting it to his or her 
anticipation of factors such as 
income, inflation rate and rate of 
return on stocks and bonds. 

According to Michael Tanner, 
project director, “those with a 


computer and a modem can now 
find out in a very personal and 
individual way how the debate 
over the Sodal Security system 
will affect their own retirement." 

While the system as it e.xists 
might not collapse until the 
third decade of the 21st centu- 
ry, Tanner points out that “even 
if today’s young workers 
received the promised benefits, 
they’ll get back less than they 
paid in.” 

The Heritage study uses many 
of the Social Security system's 
oviTi assumptions and demograph- 
ics in estimating the nest eggs 
individuals or their heirs might 
have if allowed to invest their con- 
tributions in securities. 

Its condusions arc graphic. Its 
figures ore based on the average 
taxpayer (the median family 
income for a single breadwinner is 
under 530,000) and a 7 percent 
annual return (stocks cam doser 
toll percent). 

On this basis, a person bom in 
1932 and retiring this year at age 
65 would receive 511,463 annually 
in Social Security benefits. Had 
they been allowed to invest their 
contributions they would be 
receiving nearly three times that 
amount 

This annual income would 
rcsiili from the accumulated con- 
tributions and investment returns 
over the years, and would total 
5478,212, a sum that only a tiny 
percentage of Americans now 
achieve or even aspire to. 

Heritage scholars produce vol- 
umes of studies on major econom- 
ic and social issues, national and 
international. Many of its efforts 
produce academic debate and leg- 
islative proposals at all levels of 
government 

As usual, the upcoming study 
is produced with those purpos- 
es in mind, but additionally, in 
the words of one of its contribu- 
tors, it’s “something to be dis- 
cussed around the kitchen 
table." 


Sins of your former spouse can prove to be costly years later

When a mariied couple file a 
joint tax return, tiiey bind them- 
selve.s together in a way that 
makes their marriage vows .some- 
times seem downriglit ephemeral. 

The joint return obligates them 
to "joint and several liability” for 
all the ta.xes that either may owe. 
Liabilities incurred during the 
marriage can live on after divorce 
and .suddenly rise up to smite one 
s;x>use years later. 

If the husband, fur instance, 
hides some income or takes some 
])hony deductions on the joint 
■ return and gets cauglit, tlie wife or 
ex-wife is as liable for the tax as he 
is — and can be forced to pay it all 
if lie can’t he h)und or doesn’t have 
the money. 

Until recently, tiie Internal 
Hevenue Sen-icc sometimes began 
collection action against one ex- 
spouse without notifying the odier. 
'I'he second ex would learn of the 
action only when his or her assets 
were seized. 

Ttie IKS now notifies tiie other 
fx-.si)ou.se, but the full joint liabili- 
ty still somcrime.s results in tax sil- 
uiition;; so obviously unjust that 
Congres.s over the years has enna- 
cd .several provisions aimed at pro- 
viding relief for die so-called inno- 
cent spouse. Under current law, if 
a .spou.so con satisfy tlic IRS or Utc 
coiin.s that he or she didn't know 
about and didn't benefit from the 
dicacing, he or she may be able to 
escape the liability. 

Bui the standard for granting 
.such relief is very, very tough. It 
involves a four-part test, and fail- 
ure CO meet any pare results in 
denial of relief. 

Ihc four parts of tho test are: 

• ’I'he innocent spouse must have 
filed a joint return with the culpa- 
ble spouse for tiie year in question. 

• There must be a substantial 
understatement of tax as a result 
of a grossly erroneous item attrib- 
utable to the other spouse (and 
tliere arc tliresholds for substantial 
understatement). 

• The irmocent spouse must not 
have known, or had reason to 
know, of the understatement of tax 
when signing the return. 

• It must be inequitable to hold the 
irmocent spouse liable for the tax. 


Neither the IKS nor the courts 
have been particularly generous 
with this kind of relief. 

'Ihe General Accounting Office, 
which completed a study of the 
issue earlier this year, found IKS 
cases in which a woman was hit 
witli a tax bill after her ex-husband 
failed to pay them and became a 
fugitive; in whicii the IRS placed 
liens ag;iinst projxirty of a woman’s 
.sc-cond iiusband iK-cause of unpiiid 
taxed owed by her first hu.shand; 
and in which an ex-wife’s later 
refund was seized and siie was 
denied relief iK-cause the IRS con- 
cluded tiiat she rhust have known 
about her former husband’.s unre- 
ported income even though they 
maintained separate bank 
accounts. 

The U.S. Tax Court also has 
been quite strict in granting relief. 
Even in cases wiiere the innocent 
spouse, usually tlie wife, is unedu- 
cated and had little role in family 
finances, the court has denied 
relief because she benefited from a 
higlicr standiu-d of living ;ls a result 
of die underpaid ta.xcs. 

The court has also ruled that 
mere knowledge of unreported 
income or unjustified deductions is 
cnougii to deny relief. 

Some federal courts of appeal 
have begun inking a softer 
approacli in recent years, however. 
Last month, for example, the 5th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
granted relief to a Texas woman 
whose llicn-husbnnd deducted 
more than $500,000 over two years 
for losses suffered by his real 
estate business. Tlie two are now 
divorced. 

’Hie Tax Court ruled in favor of 
the IKS on the grounds that the 
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wife, a personal injury lawyer 
named Rebecca Jo Keser, knew of 
the deduction and should have 
questioned it. 

'Ihe Slh Circuit, joining at least 
four other circuits, reversed, hold- 
ing that mere "knowledge of the 
transaction” is not enou^ to dis- 
qualify a spousc,'at least where 
deductions ratJier than unreported 
income are the issue. In this case, 
the appellate court found, the 
spouse would have needed very 
detailed knowledge of tax law that 
it wxjuld be unreasonable to expect, 
even of a lawyer. In fact, accoun- 
tants from the giant CPA firm 
Ernst & Young prepared the return 
in one of the years and signed off 
on it, according to the court. 

But oven Rescr didn’t get full 
relief. For one of the years in ques- ' 
tion, she failed to qualify because 
liic understatement of tax wasn’t 
large enough relative to her 
income. The appellate court did 
throw out understatement penal- 
ties, however. 

The innocent-spouse problem 
has again attracted the attention of 
Congress, and last year, as part of 
the second “taxpayer bill of 
riglits,” it requested studies of the 
issue. 

One proposal under considera- 
tion is to moke couples' tax liability 
proportional — that is, to hold tax- 
payers responsible only for the 


taxes generated by their own 
incomes and assets. GAO found 
that this would add substantially to 
the IRS's administrative burdens, 
though it would help witli the fair- 
ness issue. 

Until something is done, though, 
couples, especially those whose 
marriages are in trouble, should be 
very cautious in signing joint 
returns. 

“I tliink people get into trouble 
when the activities take place at 
the tail end of a marriage which 
has already fallen apart and there 
is little or no communication 
between the parties," said Cindy 
Lynn Wofford of Ravdin & 
Wofford, a Wasiiington law firm 
ivilh a practice in family law. 

“It may very well be that as a 
practical matter one spouse has no 
\ray to ascertain die correemess of 
the return,” she said. 

The liitch is that filing separately 
usually ‘ means higher taxes

“That’s what I think is the real 
root of the problem; Congress in 
essence has forced people to file 
joint returns and at the same time

“On the one hand, before you 
sign something under penalty of 
perjury, you really have an obliga- 
tion to ask questions. ... On the 
other hand, it's awfully unfair, par- 
ticularly when one spouse knew all 
along dint (something) was improp- 
er and is not getting hit willi die 
tax bill.”

Inherit the wind 

Grim wartime relocation center bloomed as long-odds desert reclamation project

EDEN — A half century ago, 48 World War U vet- 
erans and (heir wives huddled together in the 
Jerome City Park awaiting a drawing that would 
assign iliem a piece of Idaho 
desert. 

The Minidoka Relocation 
Center, recently abandoned 
by ocher American citizens 
tvha had been held there for 
the crime of being of 
Japane-se ancestry, held only 
two tarpaper buildings and 
sagebrush as far as the eye 
could see. 

The only thing that looked 
bleaker were the prospects of 
those who would inherit the 

land. 

But on Friday and Saturday, those same pioneers 
will celcbrare that adventure that bonded them 
together through poverty and riches, danger and 
toil, childbinli and death. 

I'hc 50-ycar reunion of the Hum Project will start 
tvith a sit-down dinner Friday for tJte ori^nal home- 
steader’s who parridpated in the 1947 and a .second 
drawing in 1949. The dinner will be served at the 
Silver and Gold Senior Center in Eden. 

On Saturday, a picnic will be held in the Eden 
City Park for everyone who lived at the Minidoka 
Relocation Camp and were p.irt of the government 
program. The pocluck picnic will begin at 1 p.m., 
Harriett Waters, reunion coordinator, said. A day of 
visiting; laughing and telling talcs of their past will 
mark the SOth anniversary of the 1947 draw. 

“The draw was on a Saturday, June 14, and now 
50 years later, June 14 is on a Saturday again,” Fcm 
Buder said. "That day just happens to be my binh- 
day.” 

“A lot of us still live on die original homestead," 
she said. “You had' to live there five years lo prove 
up, but at'tiie end of that lime a lot of them left. 
Farming just tvasn't their cup of tea.” 

The fate of the veterans depended upon their 
ability to carve out a meager living from land that 
had been uniouclicd by road grader or plow until 
Please see HUNT.

New U of I president’s wife keeps busy on Moscow campus

MOSCOW — It took Jeanno Hoover a while 
: to fiRure out why cops were hiding in the 
hushes Iwrciering the yard of the University of 
Idaho president’s house. 

‘Hien came the dinner parry. To add a little 
warmth to the evening, she and her hasband, 
University President Robert Hoover, decided 
to use the fireplace for the first time. The 
house filled with smoke, sending the Hoovers 
scrambling to open doors and windows in 
iiopes of airing the house in time for c=; 
guests who would arrive in 20 minutes. 

And there they were again, tiic 
Moscow police officers huddled behind 
their slinibs. 

It turned out they were responding to 
the Hoovers' duress alarm, which 
sounds at the police station.

In Idaho town, small classes result in big advancements 


WILDER (AP) — The noi.se is what stands 
out when you walk into a Wilder first-grade 
cla.ssr(«)m. Or, the lack of it. 

A classroom filled with first-graders can be 
as tumtiltuous as a rock concert, especially 
after recess. 

But a recent day, the 11 children in Patti 
Birdi's class politely listened to another stu- 
dent read from her book os if tliey were at a 
tea party. Later, they diligently worked on 
their math. 

A productive classroom is one tangible 
result of Wilder’s experiment that caps first- 
grade classes at 13 students. 

Another result is student achievement. 


First-grade classes that once read at or behind 
(heir grade level now read at second-grade 
levels. vVnd several students could graduate to 
third-grade reading only days before (heir 
first-grade year ends. 

Although Wilder's experiment with class 
size is only in its second year, educators 
already declare the effort a success. "There’s 
more one-on-one,” Holmes Elementary School 
Principal Jonathan Cline said. “There’s a gen- 
eral attitude improvement. The children arc 
feeling better about themselves. 

“Tliey want to be here.” 

Wilder’s experiment foUoivs a simple theo- 
ry: The fewer students teachers face, the more 


time they have to spend with each student. 

First-grade teachers in Wilder once taught 
to classes of 20 or more. But the school district 
believed that smaller classes would benefit 
children in die long run. 

And research shows that individual atten- 
tion at an early age con improve a child’s cdu- 
canon. 

A study of 6,000 students in Tennessee 
sliowcd that at-risk kids who enrolled in class- 
es of IS in primary grades performed better 
than those in classes of 25 or more. And they 
continued to perform at a higher level even 
after they moved into larger dosses in later 
grades.

“She’s too messy,” iays 
Walker, who’s director of a soft- 
ware company. 

“He doesn't listen," says Higlit, 
a research physicist. 

But for better or worse, the 
Gaithersburg, Md., couple want 
their marriage to work. So 
they’re attending a "Fighting for 
Your Marriage" workshop that’s 
part of the first “Smart 
Marriages: Happy Families” con- 
ference, sponsored by the 
Washington, D.C.-based Coalition 
for Marriage, Family and 
Couples Education. It’s an infor- 
mal group of more than 1(K) acad- 
emics, ardent feminists, conserv- 


ative Christians and feel-good 
family therapists, who spent a 
recent weekend at an Arlington, 
Va., hotel, talking about how to 
keep couples together. 

“Marriage is filled with 
cliangcs," says Diane SoUce, a 53- 
ycar-old divorcee and director of 
the year-old coalition. “You may 
be a tax lawyer who decides to 
become a minister. You may say, 
'I changed my mind; I want to 
have children.’ We need to teach 
people skills to deal with whatev- 
er lies ahead." 

Sounds simple. Divorce, 
though, remains an American 
way of life, even if the divorce 
rate continues to drop from its 
peak years in 1979 and 1981. 

So how can we help make mar- 
riage work? 

At one e.xtremc is conference 
speaker Mike McManus, a .syndi- 
cated columnist from Bethesda, 


Md., who writes about ethics and 
religion. McManus speaks with 
one arm draped around his wife 
of 31 years. He wants a mandato- 
ry four-month waiting period for 
couples to prepare for marriage 
and the repeal of no-fault divorce 
laws. He’s also against same-sex 
marriages. 

At the other end: New York 
therapist Peggy Papp, who tvants 
to show couples how gender- 
based stereotypes strangle mar- 
riages. "Our goal is to save peo- 
ple from miserable marriages, 
not from divorce,” she says. “If 
they want to get out of a miser- 
able marriage, we’ll help them 
get out.” 

Another area of conflict; the 
benefit of educational courses 
offered before and during mar- 
riage. Marital instruction covers 
everything from brief, free chats 
with clergy to intensive, days- 


long workshops with books, 
tapes, exerdscs and a tab of hun- 
dreds, even thousands, of dollars. 

The people behind ^ese cours- 
es often talk of "new approach- 
es.” 

Yet, many of the courses recy- 
dc tcduiiqucs such as cmpaihct- 
ic listening, pioneered by p.sy- 
chologists Carl Rogers and 
Thomas Gordon in the late 1960s. 

What should be taught in these 


course? \Vho ought to be teach- 
ing it? And, more to the point, 
does any of it work? 

Many therapists, armed with 
anecdotal evidence but also some 
scudic.s, insist it docs. 

‘Tm so convinced, I give cours- 
es as wedding gifts instead of 
china that they can throw at each 
other,” says Solicc, whose ttvo 
sons received marital-skills cours- 
es tvhen ilicy got married.

Happy Families" conference, 
which brought together more 
than 100 speakers looking at 
fre.sh approaches to saving mar- 
riages. “Anyone can learn new 
skills to make their relationship 
run smoother.” 

The therapists’ suggestion.s 
gencrnlly turned away from tra- 
ditional therapy that c.xamincs 
every bump in your past. Now, 
the push is to build slulls to help 
you talk, fight and negotiate 
without destroying what you’ve 
built. 

It makes sense, says Deborah 
Chornoff, 49, of Weston, Fla., 
married for 21 years and the 


mother of a 15-year-old son. “We 
get degrees in cverytliing else, 
but no one teaches us how to get 
along in a marriage.” 

After 20 years of studie.s, sur- 
veys and polls, researchers know 
more about marital trouble spots 
than ever before. They know, for 
instance, that first marriages 
ending in divorce last an average 
of 11 yeans. For remarriage, it’s 
about seven years. The average 
age of men divorcing after the 
first marriage is 35; for women, 
33. After the second marriage: 42 
for men,39forsvomcn. 

Some studies also show that 
people don’t divorce because of 
lusty affairs or intense argu- 
ments. They split, mainly, 
because they don’t feci loved or 
appreciated. 

"We find that people want 
understanding and empathy as 
much as they want their prob- 
lems resolved," says Howard 
Markman, a psychology profes- 
sor at the University of Denver 
and co director of its Center for 
Marital and Family Studies. 
“Maybe more.”

Teens, parents aren’t 
what they used to be 


Q. Evci>' ^vcek it seems, I lictir 
j’et anoUicr horror stor>’ about a 
tcen*aRcr who’s gone "off the 
deep end." 

In many cases, these arc kids 
whose parents arc involved and 
responsible, and \sho themselves 
were well-behaved, nice kids 
until Uiey hit the teen years. 

Am I wrong, or is the "wrong 
crowd" more of a problem today 
tlian it \r,Ls when you tind I were 
tecn-jigers? 

In any case, is there something 
parents can do when children 
are younger that will help them 
resist negative peer pressure 
during their teen years? 

A. I think you're right: The 
“wrong crowd" is indeed more 
of a problem today than it was 
30-something years ago,, 

Part of the problem is one can 
no longer easily tel! whicli teens 
are “had news" and which one’s 
aren’t. 

When you and 1 were teen- 
agers, the kids in the wrong 
crowd generally stood out. 
Today, however, the wrong 
crowd has kids from all walks of 
life, and a “had reputation" is 
no h)nger necessarily bad in tlie 
eyes of otiier teens, *■ 

Furthermore, this assessment 
is supported hy the facts; name- 
ly, over the past 30 years, every 
; indicator of positive mental 
health in teen-agers has been 
going in the wrong direction. 
Drug and alcohol use, teen preg- 
nancy, teen suicide, and delin- 
(jucncy all liavc increased dra- 
matically across the demograph- 
ic spectrum. 

There’s absolutely no doubt 
about it: Today’s teen-ager is 
more prone to serious problems 
than was the typical teen in gen- 
erations past. 

Television, a general loosen- 
ing of di.sciplinc in the home, 
the proliferation of father- 
nb.seni families, and the assign- 
ment of cliild-cnre responsibili- 
ties to various "proxies" all 
have contributed to this state of 
affairs. 

Perhaps the most insidious 
contributing factor, however, 
lias been the good intentions of 
today’s parents. 

In the course pf giving their 
children entirely too much and 
expecting entirely loo little in 
return, well-intentioned parents 
often fail to instill in their chil-

dren an adequate sense of fami- 
ly loyalty and obligation. 

In generations past, parents 
e.xpectcd a lot of children. Tliey 
expected children to keep them- 
selves occupied, do their own 
homework, make decent grades, 
demonstrate respect for adults 
and perform cln)rcs in and 
around the home. 

Many of today’s parents, by- 
contrast, tend to expect a lot of 
themselves and relatively little 
of their children. 

They believe it’s their job to 
keep their children occupied, 
help with the iiomcwork and .see 
to it they make good grades. 
They undermine tiieir children’s 
respect for adults by defending 
them when they get in trouble, 
and they complain that their 
children “w-on’t lift a finger 
around the house" but do noiii- 
ing about it. 

Simply put, many of today’s 
parents act as if the only person 
in the parem-diiid relationship 
who has obligations is the par- 
ent. 

Under tlie.se circumstances, 
it’s no wonder so many children 
seem to develop little sense of 
responsibility toward their fami- 
lies; thus, no strong defenses 
against negative peer pressure. 

In sliort, parents who want to 
"immunize" their children 
against the epidemic of prob- 
lems inherent in today's teen 
culture would do well to stop 
acting so obligated, and begin 
obligating their children. 

They could begin this tuniing 
of the tables by .simply saying 
"no" more than they say “yes" 
— at least three times more, in 
facL ■

SiALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Tlie 
Mormon trek to Utah 150 years 
ago has been called the most 
heavily documented and report- 
ed event in western history, con- 
sidering more than 1,000 known 
journals and diaries were kept by 
the pioneers. 

So it was with amazement that 
historian and writer Will Bagley 
learned that no one had pub- 
ii.shcd the trail journals of 
Tliomas Bullock, assigned by pio- 
neer leader Brigham Young to 
keep the official journal of the 
first party of Mormons to enter 
the Great Basin. 

Bagley, 47, has spent more 
titan three years transcribing and 
editing Bullock's handwritten 
journals, held in the historical 
department of The Church of 
Je,sus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
into "The Pioneer Camp of the 
Saints,” recently published by 
the Arthur H. Clark Co. 

Historians agree a volume on 
the church’s official record of the

pioneer camp was long overdue. 
/And the reasons for the piuzling 
delay range from conspiracy tiic- 
orics about scholars being denied 


access to the material to simply 
no one getting around to the post- 
card-size diaries. 

“We were going to do it in the 
1970s, but other priorities got in 
the way and a scric.s it would 
have been a part of folded," said 
Ron Esplin, director of cite 
Joseph Fielding Smith Institute 
of Church History at Mormon 
Ciiurch-owned Brigham Young 
University. 

While not the most popular 
record of the Mormons’ crossing 
of the plains, the Bullock journals 
arc considered essential reading 
for scholarly research on tlie epic 
journey. 

“I’ve read everything about die 
Mormon trail," said Stanley 
Kimball, a history professor at 
Southern Illinois University and 
recognized dean of Mormon Trail 
scholars. “(Bullock) was a faithful 
young man and a very diligent, 
observant, conscientious journal 
keeper. It’s a model of what a 
trail journal should be.” 


Bullock didn’t think so highly 
of himself, however. He often 
complained about not having 
time to do the job riglit bccau.se 
he wa.s bogged down with other 
chores, such as helping drive the 
team, hunt, stand guard or “gaUi- 
cr Dandelions." 

“I have eight sections of maps 
to copy, besides bringing up the 
arrears of notes in this journal — 
and yet I was'sent out on guard. 
In running after the animals, 
sweating and then sitting down to 
map brought on sickness again." 
he wrote in his liny, cursive 
script. “I write this to show the 
difficulties I have to encounter 
even in doing this fragment of a 
journal.” 

Bullock’s journals hold the sta- 
tus as the official record of tbe 
1847 journey. But through edit- 
ing the record, Bagley al.so found 
it “intensely personal,” showing 
how a timid English clerk strug- 
gled to adapt CO the hardships of 
the frontier.

Family life caught in work ‘time bind,’ professor contends 


Knlght-fllddor Nows SetvIcB 

Linda Avery’s favorite part of the day 
is the half hour she spends tvith her co- 
workers before her siiift starts. 

We talk. We joke. I let them know 
• what s going on, who has to be where 
what changes Tve made for the shift that 
day,” the 38-year-oId manufacturing 
plant shift supervisor says in "Tlie Time 
Bind” (Metropolitan Books: $22.50) by 
the University of California-Berkeley 
sociology professor Arlie Hochschild. 
“My coworkers aren’t putting me down 
for any reason. Everything is done with 
humor and fun from beginning to end, 
' though it can get stressful when a 
machine malfunctions." 

Home is a different story, however. 
Avery’s second husband and teen age 


daughter from her first marriage vie for 
her attention; her toddler is equally 
needy. Dirty breakfast dishes sit on the 
kitchen table and there arc Iqads of 
laundry toiflcklc. 

To avoid the problem, Avery tvorks as 
much overtime as she can. “The more I 
get out of the house, the better I am. It’s 
a terrible thing to say, but that’s the way 
I feel,” she tells Hochschild. 

For Avery, work with its peer .support 
and rewards has become home. Home 
with its demands and chaos has become 
work. 

She’s not alone, says Hocltsduld. Life 
in the United States is terribly out of 
balance when it comes to work and fami* 

iy- 

In “The Time Bind.” she calls for a 
public discussion of how to change the ' 


way we view work and home. .Rather 
than valuing people solely for what they 
accomplish in the workplace, there 
needs to be more honor for those who 
choose to balance work with family, she 
says, 

It's a logical follow-up to her first 
book, “The Second Shift,” in which 
Hochschild documented how married, 
working women were responsible for 
most of the housework and child care, 
thus working a “second shift” in addi- 
tion to their professional job. She called 
for a “rewiring of the cultural role of 
manhood,” so husbands would take the 
same pride in tackling household chores 
as they did in their work. 

“The Time Bind" was supposed to be a 
look at the workplace and how corporate 
.iVmcrica could do its share in casing the 


work/family overload, says Hochschild. 
She spent three summers interviewing 
Avery and her colleagues at a self-pro- 
claimed “family friendly" company she 
identifies by the pseudonym Amerco, 

What she found surprised her. While 
companies such as Amerco talk a family- 
friendly line, they often make it impossi- 
ble for employees to take advantage of 
policies such as flex-time or job-sharing. 

Equally significant to Hochschild u-as 
the number of employees who didn’t 
seem to want those family-friendly 
schedules even when it was economical- 
ly possible. 

She estimates about 20 percent of the 


Instead, (these parents look for otiier 
solutions to the time crunch. They “out- 
source" tasks traditionally done by par- 
ents, such as planning children's birth- 
day parlies or cooking dinner. They 
deny their children and home life arc 
neglected.;. 

In the meantime, the children pay the 
price. Many arc in child care for 10 
hours or more per day; others spend long 
aftemoonsat home alone. Some may fall 
prey to drugs or violence, or be failing in 
school, but most just want more time 
with their parents. “We don’t have to 
look at sledgehammer problems to listen 
to what our children are saying to us,"

HERE WAS NEVER 
aiime I didn't think I 
could be whatever I 
wanted to be.” said 
Tommy Lee Jones, 
an eighth-generation . 
Texan who left home 
at age 14 and, for 20 
years, never looked 
Hi bock. Jones, now SO. is 
a Harvard graduate who punches cattle 
and still continues to work in Hollywood 
He owns an Academy Award ns Best- 
Supporting Actor for The Fugitive; has 


co-wrinen, directed and starred in Good 
OWBoyj.aTV filmforTNTjandisthc 
star of two new action-adventure films. 
Volcano and Men in Black {scheduled 
for release next month). Today, he mokes 
Ids home in San Saba County, three miles 
from the small, dusty town where he 
was bom. What changed in Jones’ life 
(hat led him back to the Texas plains? 

I met Jones in Los Angeles ot a hoase 
he has been leasing for the last year. The 
living room has a couch, a ben^. a table 
and n painting. There ore no mementos, 
no photographs — no clutter. Jones sits 


on the bench that runs parallel to a win- 
dow overiooking a small gaitkm of gicen 
plants. His coal-black eyes seem to ab- 
sorb the sunlight and give back little of 
its warmth. His manner is unerringly 
polite, often verging on courtly. Sentences 
frequently end with the word "ma’am.” 
"My fomily was oil hardworking peo- 
ple.” Jones told me. ’T take pride in it. It 
wasn’t particuloriy talked about — it's just 
something I watched my father do. I nev- 
er sit still and do nothing. I have a lot of 
things that need to be done. I've been in 
thcc^tle business for 13 years. It's what 


my grandfathers did, and I find it icwanJ- 
ing and peaceful It makes me voy happy. 

“I had a few extra dollars built up and 
wondered what to do with it. I decided 
to buy a ranch. It has grown somewhat 
and gotten better every year. I bought 
another ranch this January. We work very 
hard at iL We have several dilTcrcnt range- 
management programs in effect and arc 
rather scientific in our approach.” 

But Jones didn't always wont to work 
the land. "I wanted to be a football play- 
er," he recalled. *T think we ITcxansl 
were all expected to play fooib^l. It was 
an endeavor that was respected by odulu 
and kids alike. It provided something 
that a young man could do for himself 
to create respectability and achievement. 
I think most of the young men in Texas 
were hungry for that.’’ 

Jones handily made the junior high 
school team, playing both oncn.se and 
defense. When his parenLs told him they 
were moving to Libya, he didn't worn to 
leave the success he hod created for him- 
self. (His father, who moved his family 
os his work dictated, was going to Africa 
to work the oil rigs.) Also keeping Jones' 
interests closer to home was a girl he 
WO.S dating. She planned to enter a pri- 
vate school in Dallas. Jones decided to 
attend St. Mark's, a Dallas prep school. 

His parents had divorced by the time 
Jones was 8, then reconciled and re- 
married a few years later. That marriage 
also ended in divorce. I had heard that 
Jones' father had been a difUcult man. 
I asked if this was one of the reasons he 
wanted to leave home. 

"There have been some unfair remarks 
mode about my father," Jones answered, 
his voice steely. "He was a hard worker, 
someone who was bold and gregarious. 
I learned my work ethic from my father, 
1 watched him on the drilling rigs, and 
it's hard work. It’s dangerous. He lived 
life to the fullest. My mother was a very 
sweet lady and a good friend. She took 
me to see St Mark's. She was gentle and 
protective of me — which was hard, since 
I was so physically active. 

“(The divorce] WO.S very difficult. It's 
difliculi for any child whose parents don't 
get along. I re^not having any broibcn 
orsistefs. I was probobly a lonely kid, but 
I found ways to entertain myself and peo- 
ple to play with. I don’t recall any great 
suffering, but I do recall lots of solitude." 

Jones became a reader. He devoured 
the Sherlock Holmes mysteries and then 
turned to science-fiction. His love for 
the genre spilled over into the movie 
theaters and the “B” films that Holly- 
wood cranked out in the 1950s. Dccad» 
later, Jones is stamng in Men in Black. 
based on the comic hook series about a 
super-secret agency that monitors ex- 
traterrestrials on Earth. Will Smith 
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bounces the funny lines off Jones, the 
straight man. "I think (he film is very 
funny.” Jones said. “I really enjoy mak- 
ing a living with my imagination and 
just playing all day. I hod a lot of fun 
playing os a child, and I still am.” 

Jones' life look a more serious (um 
when he entered St. Mark's. “St. Mark’s 
was on excellent school. It had mostly 
wealthy kids, and my parents paid for my 
firstycarthcre— they were doing very well 
in Libya. After that I got .scholarships.” 

"St. Mark’s was a brave, new world.” 
he added. “It was culture shock. I had : 
grown up in small towns in West Texas : 
and hadn't spent much time In Dallas. I ; 
made some friends, although I probably , 
make friends more easily now than I did 
then. I figured out pretty early on that I'd 
have to work hard to stay in St. Mark's." 

Did he find it a lonely experience? 

"I was too busy workhig." Jones said. 
”I was struggling at first to survive [aca- 
demically], then maintain and then ex- 
cel. It was a big change for me. My mind 
was a bit more opened by the time I 
graduated, so it was easier for 
make the transition when I went to 
Cambridge [Mass.]. 

Jones entered Harvard University 
with a scholarship and a few loans, 
which he paid off. He chose Harvard be 
cause it "had the best reputation.” While 
there os an English major (Harvard didn’t 
have a drama department then), he did 
his senior tutorial on (he writer Rannery 
O'Connor and graduated cum laude. 

“I wonted to get a liberal arts cduca 
tion,” he said. "Know 
ledge allows you toi 
make informed deci-c 
sions ns you make 
your way through this 
vale of tears. Ignorence 
is the huge enemy. The 
more we know, the 
better we think, (he 
less fearful we or 
the better life gets. 

“I didn’t really know 
what I wanted to do. I 
took the LSAT exams 
and didn’t do well. I 
didn’t uy very hard. I 
talked about being a 
lawyer for five or 10 
minutes, but I didn't op< 
ply to any law schools. 

Al Gore didn't know 
what he was going to 
do either,” he added 
with a laugh. 

The future Vice President was one of 
Jones’ roommates at Horvard. "I think 
it’s important that President Clinton won 
the election." Jones said. "I like the way 
•Independent’ sounds, but my voting 
record is pretty much Democratic. If 


there’s a sheriff that everybody likes in 
San Saba County, and he needs some 
help. I'll pitch in. But basically I'm re- 
luctant to talk about politics. I don't want 
to use the occasion of my so-called 
celebrity to get overly political. It mokes 
me uncomfortable." 

It was at Harvard that the world of 
acting opened up for Jones. He began 
appearing in repertory groups during 
summer breaks with John Ltthgow, 
James Woods (also college students at

It was a line Jorjcs, as Gerard, improvised. 
When Jones, as a terrorist In Under 
Siege, hijacks a battleship, he reveals 
his chWter's bravado, boasting, "Damn. 
I'm good.” Tliat's another line he added. 

L^e many of thechoroctm lie lias cre- 
ated. Jones is a man of few words. 'Tom- 
my is a strange mix of Americana.” said 
Andy Davis, who directed him in Under 
Siege, The Package and The Fugitive. 
"He's a complicated man. He's a kid 
from the oil fields of Texas who can pick 
up a phone and call the Vice President of 
the United States. He'.s not a traditional 
leading man.

"I em't get my mind around that (]uestion." 
hesaid. “rve been lucky, working since 
1 started. At ilic end of the day. I love my 
job. Tilings happen when they happen, 
and wotrying about it isn't productive." 

On the set of Buck Roath. Jones met 
Kimberleu Cloughley. an extra on tiie 
movie. They married in 1981. In 1984. 
when their son. Austin, was 2 years old. 
they moved to Texas. Their daughter. 
Victoria, was bom in 1991. Last year. 
Jones and his wife divorced. 

"Therca.son why wedivonred is per- 
sonal." Jones said. "I realize I am a pub- 
lic figure. However, litcrc me some things 
that must remain private. I have two chil- 
dren whom I love deeply, and it is not fair 
to them to disclose our family matters." 

Jones livesbn his ranch. "Like every- 
one else. I yearn for a simpler lime, or 
at least a respite of some kind." he said. 
"Thai's one of the reasons ! live in the 
eountry. More often than not. I'll spend 
all day in the saddle." Jones' mother 
lives nearby; his father died in the ear- 
ly 1980s. "My children live with their 
mother and go lo school in Sun Antonio." 
he said. "I .see them us often us I can." 

'Tm very happy to be someone’s dad- 
dy," he added. "Of course I was a dia- 
per-changer. I'm happy with and proud 
of my children.” Still, he admitted. "I 
don't spend us much time with them us 
[ need to. and not us much us they need 
for me to. I work as hard its I can to spend 
lime with my children, but my work re- 
quires a lot of traveling. It's not fair to take 
them out of school and drag them around. 

"They live in adifTcrcni world than I 
did :ind in diiTercni circumstances. It was 
probably good for me to be self-reliant, 
to apply for and gel scholarships. I don’t 
know how to gi\-c my children everything 
and at the .same time make sure tlicy are 
self-reliant. I’ve never faced that before. 
You Ixjpe to teach children lo respect mon- 
ey without worshiping it. and to man- 
age it well whether they have it or not.” 

He paused. "If you're lucky enough 
lo get a hint of .some universal truth." he 
added, "of course, you want to share dial. 

I work at being optimistic about life. 
Pc.ssimism. certainly cynicism, is an en- 
emy. Tliosc things destroy possibilities. 
Optimism is the right outlook lo have. I’m 
convinced it crcalc.s po.s.sibiIitics." 1C

They may 
restrict the use of tests, procedures and 
access to spcciulisis, promote preven- 
tive care, and pick the doctors and hos- 
pitals to be us^. Today, there arc 58.2 
million Americans enrolled in 574 
HMOs, and both numbers ore growing. { 

HMOs are chanpng the way medicine 
is practiced. Doctors ore losing some of 
their independence and ore required to 
justify decisions about care to managers. 
They nuor be rnstricted in terras of how of- 
ten they can see a p^t. or for how long. 

Some say medical schools are not 
preparing students adequately for these 
challenges. 'T think med schools have a 
large deficit in training doctors regard- 
ing managed care,” says Dr. Koop. 
"Because of managed core, we ore hav- 
ing more frustrate doctors and more 
unhappy patients than ever before." 

Andrew Nowalk, former president of 
the American Medical Student Asso- 
ciation and a student at the University of 
Pittsburgh medical school, says: "We 
feel there’s no way of going to medical 
school now and really learning about 
managed care. I think we’re counting 
on legislative action to work things out" 
Steve Copeland, a student at the Mtzkcr 
School of Medicine at the University of 
Chicago, says there have been various 
conferences dealing with managed core 
issues, but "we got no definitive answer 
or strategy." He adds. "What they said 
was that if you feel a patient has to have 
on MRI, you’ll find some way to get it. 
That’s not really very helpful." 

• 77ie new doctors will face increasing- 
ly dijpculi ethical choices. The stunning 
achievements realized through technol- 
ogy have given rise to complex ethical 
issues, some of which involve end-of- 
lifc decisions, but medical training may 
not be keeping up with the que.stions 
raised by these issues. 

“I didn't feel the ethics course was 
adequate training,” says Steve Minaglio, 
a student at the ^tzktf School of Medi- 
cine. Andrew Nowalk concurs: “On the 
(WO issues of ethics and rrumoged core, 
the prevailing feeling is that the best 
grade we’d give schools would be a C 
or C-." Dr. DeWiti Baldwin, the scholar- 
in-tesidence for the American Medical 
Association, agrees: "Schools should be 
doing much better in those two areas.” 

* More doctors will be primary care 
physicians; fewer will be specialists. 
Primary core medicine — including fam- 
ily practice, general pediatrics and gen- 
eral internal medicine — is a mainstay 
of HMO systems, and many more pri- 
mary care doctors on needed. Right now 
there are not enough, and a shortage of 
35.000 is anticipated by the year 2000.

volueof primary caic mediane. Joe Nich- 
olas — who just graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Piusburgh medical school and 
is the former chairman of the American 
Medical Student Association’s general- 
ist physicians-in-training program — 
says increasing numbers of students are 
being taught the dynamics of primary 
care and its impact on health: “We’ve 
gotten the message that if people do not 
have access to basic primary health care, 
the consequence can be prernatme death." 

Medical schools arc attempting to 
meet this need. Many schools ore shift- 
ing curricula to train such doctors. The 
University of Wo.shingion led die na- 
tion. with 47.2% of its 1996 graduates 
going into primary care. Other leaders 
were East Tennessee Stole (45.9%). 
Michigan State (45.7%), Ea.st Carolina 
University (45.4%) and the University 
of South Alabama (45.3%). 

• Vie doctor of the future will know more 
about alternative. medicine. Four years 
ago. The New England Journal of Med- 
icine reported that Americans spent 
$13 billion annually on alternative ther- 
apies. Some experts say the figure has 
nearly doubled since then. Oxford 
Health Plans, the nation's ninih-largcst 
managed care company, now provides 
coverage for treatments by chiroprac- 
tors and acupuncturists. It al.so provides 
a special rote for those undergoing mas- 
sage therapy or taking yoga. 

Medical schools arc beginning to ed- 
ucate students about nonlruditional ap- 
proaches. Some arc introducing alterna- 
tives into the curriculum as elective 
courses. Columbia University, for exam- 
ple, introduced seminars covering such 
subjects os medical hypnosis and med- 
itation along with the other alternatives. 
"I think one day complementary programs 
will be requir^, bwause it will be im- 
portant for doctors whose patients might 
be helped by altemaiivcs,’’ says Dr. D. 
Daniel Hunt, a dean at the University 
ofWoshington medical school. 

• New doeton will be trained different- 
ly. Dr. Baldwin and Dr. Koop, along 
with other educatoni, have spoken about 
designing problem-oriented training. 
For example, they suggest beginning 
studies with several months on the 
words, learning what the patients’ prob- 
lems are. rather than getting it from a 
textbook and a professor. 

Western Reserve University med- 
ical school in Cleveland long ago direct- 
ed its students toward such problem- 
solving. FiRt-ycar students at other med 
schools usually start with gross anatomy, 
dissecting cadavers. "Case was the first 
to move students from the dissectirig 
room to the delivery room,” says Dr. Na- 
than Berger, the dew.

that it might be better to start studying 
medicine with the living rather than the 
dead. The student is assigned to a preg- 
nant woman and attends to her through 
the birth of the baby.’’ 

Craig K. Hallstrom. 26. of Cleveland 
Heights. Ohio, recalls what that was like: 
"It scares the hell out of you on the first 
occo.sion, but you learn to be comfort- 
able. I was there at the birth, suctioning 
the baby’s mouth and nose os it emerged. 
I think that experience tilled me toward 
picking pediauics in primary care.” 
While there is a focus on producing 
primary care physicians, there is no 
question that other major missions of 
medical schools continue, especially the 
training of researchers and academi- 
cians. *1716 University of Chicago has a 
reputation as a cradle of ouLstonding sci- 
ence. "Oursurngth and history is in sci- 
entific discovery,” says Dr. Glenn Steele, 
dean of biological sciences. “The U of 
C will never be primarily teaching the 
family physician. Ours will be hard-core 
science to benefit treatment." It is such 
research-oriented schools that produced 
the scientists who have pushed the fron- 
tiers of technology. Doctors today can al- 
mo.st routinely transplant hearts, kid- 
neys. lungs and livers. They stand at the 
thre.shoId of preventing disease through 
genetic engineering. 

77ie White Coal Ceremony, a new tra- 
dition. Customarily, the white coat that 
is symbolic of the medical profession was 
not worn until the student’s third year 
on clinical rounds, and the Hippocratic 
Oath was not taken until graduation. But 
last year, entering medical students in 
70 schools took part in a new ritual, a 
ceremony in which they received their 
coats and also .swore a modem version 
of the Hippocratic Oath or a similar oath. 

“We wanted to do this at the begin- 
ning of training, because it really helps 
establish what kind of physician you 
will become," says Dr. Arnold P. Gold, 
a professor of clinical pediatrics and 
neurology at Columbia University’s 
College of Physicians & Surgeons. “In 
a sense, it is a psychological contract 
for professionalism and empathy in 
medicine. We want doctors who under- 
stand human suffering. That white coat 
is more than a familiar lab jacket. It is 
a cloak of compassion.” 

“Wlicn I pul on the white coal, I had 
an overwhelming feeling of honor,” says 
Martin Hernandez, 26, a medical stu- 
dent at the University of Arizona. "I feel 
that God has given me the ability to help 
and comfort people. As a physician, I 
will do so." OD
